EDITORIAL 


By the time | got back to the fire ever’body was settin’ about. They’d eaten and were 

drinking coffee and listening for trouble. | made no effort to be quiet and when! was within 

distance | hailed the fire, as a gentleman should. A man who shoots when you don't call 
out doesn’t have too many friends, but his enemies are all dead. 


Elsewhere in this issue ... its exact 
placement, at present, known only to 
heaven ...and perhaps our printer... is 
an announcement to the effect that Shilen 
Rifles, Inc. will give a 50% discount on any 
barrel that they manufacture to any 
FIRST TIME IBS or NBRSA member who 
actually shoots in a registered match of 
either association. As noted, the details 
are elsewhere in a formal announcement 
in this issue. The leadership and initiative 
of Ed Shilen in the move to assist new 
shooters into actually entering organized 
matches is praiseworthy, and certainly 
other manufacturers, suppliers, and gun- 
smiths may wish to make similar offers. If 
they will contact the editor (letter, phone, 
smoke signals, carrier pigeon, whatever) 
we will be glad to give them publicity for 
their offering in these pages. 

Our lead article this month is a hunter 
class article, dealing with the question of 
what is needed to get a .30 caliber rig 
shooting well. The article is in the popular 
“question and answer” format, and you 
will be able to benefit from the replies of 
several of the current hot-shots of the 
hunter class world. The editor sent out his 
original inquiry to about twenty shooters, 
and a month later we only had three re- 
plies. Such situations cause the editor to 
brood, and become snappish (under- 
statement). He was considering scrap- 
ping the whole project, and consigning 
the hunter class to the back of the bus for 
the remainder of his tenure as editor. 
However, what the good Lord didn’t give 
me in mechanical ability . .. he gave mein 
stubborness. | sat down and authored a 
letter to six RESPONSIBLE LEADERS of 
hunter class. (Please note that | will not 
identify them ... who the heck would 
want the title ‘‘responsible leader’ hung 
on them for the rest of their life.

What twist barrel? Comment a bit on what you feel about the importance. . . or lack of importance of twist in

Talk a bit about your loading ... do you do anything different than ‘‘accepted’’ benchrest practices? 


Most .30 shooters have strong opinions on ‘‘the thoity’’. Go ahead . . . babble about .30 shooting . . . your 
opinions ... your findings .. . things you know ... or things you just suspect.

Dear Dave, 

Sorry | have taken so long to get back to 
you concerning your enquiries on the 30 
calibers; but we were hunting elk and 
have been away from home. 

| am primarily a hunter class shooter 
and have not used the 308 in the varmit or 
sporter classes. 

At the present time | am shooting the 
standard 308 Win. with neck diameters 
ranging from .333 to .335. The 308 does 
everything | want of a hunter class car- 
tridge. It is accurate; a properly prepared 
Hunter Class rifle is easily capable of 
agg.’s in the low .3’s with a minimal 
amount of load development, the primary 
detriment to smaller groups being the 6 
power scope limit. It is reasonable eco- 
nomical with brass running about $5.00 
per 20 and 168 Sierra’s going for $10.00 a 
box in our area. And last but not least in 
favor of the 308 is the fact that | don’t 
spend hours forming and fire forming the 
brass. This last item is particularly impor- 
tant because | pre-load for the matches 
and take 50 rounds for each yardage. 

The barrels we are now using are a Hart 
14 twist, Hart 12 twist and a Lilja 14 twist. 
There does not appear to be a great deal 
of difference in the accuracy of these two 
twists at 100 & 200 yards; but at 300 
yards the 12 twist seems to have a slight 
edge. This is with the 168 Sierra at be- 
tween 2550 and 2650 fps. | think the best 
compromise may be the 13 twist and in- 
tend to have Dan Lilja make one this win- 
ter. 

| have used a variety of powders over 
the years in the 308 including H322, H335 
(very large muzzle flash), H4895, IMR and 
H4350, 3031, 748 Win. and H380 with ac- 
ceptable performance with them all using 
168 Sierra’s. The load we are now using 
in all three 308 rifles consists of 168 Sier- 
ra bullets, 46 gr. H380, Federal 210 M 
primers and W-W brass. There appears 
to be quite a variation in the burning rate 
of the H380 powders; but by buying it in 
20# kegs it poses no problems. The last 
time | chronographed the above load in a

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ten shot string it averaged 2557 fps with 
an extreme spread of 12 fps and a stan- 
dard deviation of 5 fps. 

| have had the best results using H380 
with very tight neck tension and the bul- 
lets jammed into the lands. The only prob- 
lems with this set up is the tendency for 
the locking lugs to gaul but the judicious 
use of bolt lube takes care of it. 

The last few years | have been shooting 
W-W brass having found it to be very uni- 
form in case wall concentricity and long 
lived. Some of the Norma brass, while 
very uniform, seems to be very soft and 
predisposed to case head separation. 

When shooting the 308 Hunter guns 
both | and my wife use a modified free re- 
coil style; modified in the sense that we 
rest our thumbs over the small of the 
stock and let the gun recoil ¥2”-1” before 
contacting our shoulders. Neither of us 
find the recoil objectionable. 

| shoot the 168 Sierras exclusively, 
there may be other bullets as good; but | 
don’t believe there are any better. | don’t 
sort the bullets in any way; by seating the 
bullets tight into the lands it makes up for 
any slight differences in the ogive of the 
bullet.

I’m a relative newcomer to .30 caliber. 
I've been shooting for several years, 
using the 6 HLS or the 6 x 250 with mod- 
est success. | went to .30 caliber last year 
for the larger diameter hole, but | have to 
admit that | am still trying to learn to shoot 
the .30.

| presently am shooting the 30 HBR 
which is the .308 with the shoulder push- 
ed back but left with the same overall case 
length. It’s a Larry Smart design, and | 
think that it’s a great case. | have had the 
barrel throated to let the 168 grain Sierra 
base sit right ahead of the shoulder in the 
case neck. This also increases the pow- 
der capacity by a couple of grains over the 
38.5 grain standard load. 

I’m shooting 39.6 grains of T4895, with 
my bullets set as to barely touch the 
lands. | hand seat my bullets and do not 
use an arbor press. A snug fit is accom- 
plished by cutting the case necks to 11.7 
with a .333 neck chamber. | was enthusi- 
astic about the .3OHBR when it was first 
introduced, and | had wanted to try a .30 
caliber anyway. It turns out that the 
.30HBR was a good choice. It groups in 
the low threes and doesn’t need 42.0 
grains of 4895 to shoot well. The barrel is 
a Hart 1-14, but| suspect that a 1-12 twist 
would shoot just as well. 

| Know that Marcy Lyons was an early 
replier to your inquiry, and | know that he 
took up page after page extolling the .30 
caliber virtues. For purposes of the record 
| personally am going to beat Marcy witha 
6x 250 at an early 1987 match, just to es- 
tablish that | can do it, and then I’m going 
back to my .30HBR. Marcy is responsible 
for more people in Louisiana shooting 
6mm than any known experiments, re- 
cords, or whatever. We just don’t want to 
be shooting the caliber that he is shooting 
and babbling about.

.308 Babbles, Baubels 
or Bungles 


| am using the standard .308 Winches- 
ter cartridge in Hunter Class competition. 
The main points in favor of this case are in 
its inherent accuracy with less wind drift 
and a larger hole for scoring purposes. 
Wildcats in .308 have no real advantage 
over the standard .308 if the proper ream- 
er is used. An accurate .308 Winchester 
will probably group in the high 3s for a 100 
yard aggregate and in the 4s for a 200 
yard aggregate. That ‘‘one shot out”’ usu- 
ally kills the .308 in group shooting. 
Hodgdon 4895 is the most popular pow- 
der used with 39 to 42 grains and the Sier- 
ra 168 grain bullet. The following loads 
are also with the Sierra 168 grain bullet. 
On an average the most accurate load is 
probably 41 grains of H4895 which also 
gives good accuracy at 200 yards. 
Hodgdon 380 with 46 grains has also 
given excellent accuracy. Forty six grains 
of DuPont 4350 has also been used suc- 
cessfully (especially at 200 yards). 
DuPont 4350 is hard to throw consistent- 
ly from a powder measure and it is proba- 
bly better to pre-load using a scale to 
check each load. Wildcats in .308 (usually 
of a smaller capacity) have shot excep- 
tionally well with lighter bullets at 100 
yards but (in my opinion) cannot ‘‘cut the 
mustard”’ at 200 yards. All of the old .308 
shooters recommend that you seat the 
bullet in the lands ‘“‘hard”’ in order to give 
the best accuracy. With the sloppy ream- 
ers for the .308 Winchester, | am sure that 
this was necessary in order to line up the 
bullet in the oversized bullet leade. My last 
.308 Winchester was cut with a tight 
reamer and the best accuracy was ob- 
tained with the bullet just ‘‘kissing’’ the 
lands. My new .308 Winchester will be cut 
with a reamer measuring 0.468 on the 
back end; a 0.332 neck; and a 0.3085 bul- 


let leade. As | have stated in other articles, 
| have found no bullet, whether it be cus- 
tom or commercial, that shoots better in 
the .308 than the Sierra 168 grain Interna- 
tional boat-tail bullet. The classic load for 
the .308 Winchester is a Sierra 168 grain 
bullet in a 1-14 twist barrel at approxi- 
mately 2500 fps. Time after time it has 
proven the winner regardless of what 
type or capacity case used in the .308. | 
load my .308s with the same loading prac- 
tices | use for my other benchrest shoot- 
ing. |now use Norma brass almost exclu- 
sively because it is the best now 
obtainable. The only difference from my 
regular loading is that | carefully select my 
Sierra 168 grain bullets with an ‘‘ogive 
checker” for length and with a bullet spin- 
ner in order to segregate the bullets into 
different lots. | don’t know if this gives me 
better accuracy but | prefer to shoot the 
same lot made from the same die. 

You asked me to ‘‘babble on” about the 
“thoity’’ so here goes. The recoil distance 
that the classic load in the .308 produces 
will always cause a relative amount of in- 
accuracy. However, the good points of 
the .308 outweigh this shortcoming. It is 
up to the shooter to develop good gun 
handling characteristics in order to get 
the best accuracy out of the .308. This 
takes practice but can also be beneficial in 
his other benchrest shooting. Recent re- 
cords set in every aggregate in Hunter 
Rifle competition have been set with the 
.308 including a perfect 500 in the grand 
aggregate set by Bob Seymour of Alaska 
with a standard .308 Winchester. Howev- 
er, if you are ‘‘psyched out”’ with the recoil 
of the .308 then forget it. Shoot a 6mm or 
a smaller capacity .308 or 7mm with light 
bullets where the recoil will be much less. | 
shoot my .308 with ‘‘free recoil,’’ i.e., 
without touching the rifle except to pull 
the trigger. It may hurt a little when the 
butt hits your shoulder but the bullet is al- 
ready out of the barrel on its way to scor- 
ing a ‘‘ten’”’ downrange. 

My other ‘‘babble’’ is that some shoot- 
ers find that they cannot get their .308s to 
shoot accurately. This can be caused by a 
variety of problems: bad bedding, bad 
scope, bad barrel, etc. However, | have a 
sneaking suspicion that most of the prob- 
lems come from using a sloppy reamer! It 
has always amazed me that some of the 
best benchrest gunsmiths will use the 
tightest reamer possible for their PPCs 
but will continue to cut chambers with the 
sloppiest .308 reamer possible. Some 
.308 reamers have a 0.475 back end when 
most factory brass measures 0.466 or 
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smaller. When you fire this brass in the 
oversized chamber it bulges out ahead of 
the head but not enough to center the 
brass in the chamber. Often the neck size 
is so large that when you ‘‘clean up’”’ the 
necks with ‘‘neck turning,’’ you must 
oversize them. This not only overworks 
the brass but leaves too large a gap be- 
tween the brass and the chamber. Most 
benchrest shooters recommend, at the 
most, a 0.001 clearance on each side and 
preferably a 0.0005 clearance on each 
side. The only way you are going to get 
this is with a ‘‘tight neck,’’ 0.333 or less. 
Last but not least is the dimension of the 
bullet leade. The bullet leade should not 
be over 0.3085. Most standard or com- 
mercial .308 Winchester reamers have a 
bullet leade of 0.310. This gives a safe 
clearance but does not line up the bullet 
correctly to the bore. Years ago | rana 
simple experiment on a ‘Brown 
Casechecker’” device. No matter how 
well | ‘‘neck turned” the cases | would 
often get a loaded round with a bullet out 
of line. | would pull the bullet; reseat the 
same bullet in the case; and it would be 
perfectly aligned. | could only attribute 
this to the bullet seating die. You may also 
get the bullet out of alignment by not 
chambering the round correctly, as hitting 
the bullet of the loaded round on the face 
of the barrel, etc. However, a tight bullet 
leade usually solves this problem and 
aligns the bullet correctly. 

In summary let’s get down to the impor- 
tant issue of this article. Every ‘‘true 
American’ knows that the success of the 
.308 Winchester is attributed to the ‘‘real 
Americans” who shoot this ‘‘hard kick- 
ing” ‘‘All American” cartridge. Only sis- 
sies shoot the 6mm ‘rat guns’’ and worse 
are the 7mm shooters who use the 
IHMSA cases (which are used in metallic 
silhouette pistol competition, UGH!). In- 
formed persons have confidentially ex- 
plained to me that IHMSA is a branch of 
the Russian Secret Police, NKVD. | have 
noticed that 6mm and 7mm shooters 
often will not ‘‘look you in the eye’’ which 
proves that they have something to hide. 
Further evidence was established at our 
last match of the year which was a Hunter 
match. At the end of the match we had 
Budweiser and a light beer and some 
Chablis wine for the women. You guessed 
it... the ‘‘All American .308 Shooters” 
drank Budweiser while the sissies drank 
the light beer except a few degenerate 
6mm shooters who finished the Chablis 
wine leaving the women ‘“‘high and dry.”

(Editor: | question the ability 
of only one individual to handle all the law- 
suits coming out of this one.) 
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Starting out with a 30 caliber years ago 
was not hard as everything was cut and 
dried. You used a 308 barrel, 1-14 twist, 
.340 neck, and 39.0 grains of H4895 pow- 
der; or, if you were brave, 42.0 grains of 
H4895 powder and a 168 Sierra match 
bullet seated to just touch the lands. If ei- 
ther of these loads did not work, some- 
thing was wrong. If the barrel you had 
would not shoot either of the loads, you 
took the barrel off. Through the years of 
making cases that hold 45 grains of 
water, one thing has become clear. Some 
cases seem to take the forming in stride 
while other cases in the same box will not 
work no matter what you do. Everytime | 
think | have a grip on things something 
turns 180° out of phase and | am left with 
100 more questions. 

Over the past twelve years the quest 
for the most usable Hunter Class car- 
tridge (notice | did not say ‘‘ideal’’ — more 
on this later) has led me down a number of 
roads. With the basic case capacity inIBS 
of 45 grains of water in mind, | have 
worked with all of the bore sizes between 
22 and 30 caliber. All of these experi- 
ments were done with Hart or Atkinson 
stainless match barrels. All efforts were 
made with either Sierra, Winchester, or 
my own match bullets with the exception 
of the .277 bore size. These were stan- 
dard hunting grade bullets — with good 
results | might add. In general, most bore 
sizes were started out at 40 to 45 grains 
of water, and the case capacity was in- 
creased a little at a time until recoil or 
pressure became too high. 

To begin with, the base case used was 
the 308 simply because of the availability 
of a set of BR forming dies and a fewer 
number of odd ball dies had to be made. It 
soon became clear that reforming brass is 
not a piece of cake. Anyone can get the 
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general shape right, but lot to lot hard- 
ness and thickness will greatly vary. Run 
a known case through a forming die, and 
both hardness and thickness is changed 
to say nothing of the elasticity factor. One 
soon realizes that the case must be an- 
nealed (another art in itself). Once one is 
simple-minded enough to think he has a 
good set of cases, he marches on. Do this 
through a few calibers, and one soon 
wonders if another case or another shape 
might not provide better results. So, now 
you try to decide whether it should be 
longer and thinner or shorter and fatter. 
To make a wildcat, one has to choose be- 
tween the so called high pressure case or 
the medium pressure variety. Obviously, 
shortening any belted mag case to 1.500 
or less will result in a very thick and non- 
uniform case wall and shoulder thickness, 
to say nothing of forming off center. A 
45-70 case is very close to mag diameter; 
but, being aso called low pressure case, it 
is very thin and surprisingly uniform along 
with being easy to form. After the brass 
flow process of forming the case, thick- 
ness is still at an acceptable level to an- 
neal and will fire form well. In my experi- 
ence the 35 Rem case falls into this low 
pressure case area. This was the base 
case for the 270X45mm. | have not tried it 
myself, but | am sure this is one of the rea- 
sons the 30-30 case is working out in the 
6mm bench rest (small primer) version 
being worked on. A case designed to 
work under 45,000 PSI and starting out 
with neck thickness as low as .0078 is a 
cinch to reform! The only problem is 
man’s inability to make a steadfast con- 
clusion. In the search for one answer, he 
may generate ten more questions. 
When a given caliber size (6mm) is used 
on along thin case (6X47), you get one re- 
sult with a given pressure. Place the same 
6mm, same barrel, on a 308 based case 
(6X45 with a powder column almost the 
same length but larger in diameter) the 
pressure and sometimes the powder se- 
lection changes. Nothing earth shaking 
about that! Now, if we do it again on a 
case formed on a 45-70 case (6mm Fire- 
plug) diameter, but the same water ca- 
pacity as the 308 case the powder selec- 
tion seems to be the same, but recoil, 
velocity, and pressure are not! The 30 
Fireplug has generally followed suit. Add 
to this the primer selection of large rifle 
mag or regular (regular or mag pistol) one 
becomes ready to join our editor at the 
bar! While talking with Dave, | will try and 
find out where he gets all his names for 
those wildcats! (Editor: At the bar you 
were just talking about). At this time nor in 
the future, say five years or so, do | hope 
to understand the difference between 
cases of the same water capacity, but 
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with different lengths and diameter of 
powder column — the most unique differ- 
ence being recoil and so far the willing- 
ness of a short fat powder column to 
shoot lighter bullets. The next step would 
be to try to get 45-70 cases with small 
primer pockets, because the milder large 
mag pistol primers does make a differ- 
ence. 

In playing around with some of the odd 
calibers (25, 6.5mm, 277) | am convinced 
that one can make a good usable score 
Hunter Class rifle if the brass is right. | am 
sure Ye Olde Editor will name it for you 
and that is half the battle! (Editor: Much 
more than half the battle, believe me.) 

It is very important when working with 
brass that has had major alterations, re- 
gardless of what bore size is used, that 
the angle on the case at the body shoulder 
junction has been formed to a very sharp 
point. If this angle will not form after say 
three firings, the case should be an- 
nealed. If after annealing, the angle does 
appear but accuracy is poor or if the case 
tightens more each time it is fired (original 
BR syndrome), the brass in the upper 
body and shoulder area is too thick in that 
lot of brass. Sometimes | think the elastic- 
ity of a particular lot of brass plays a more 
important role than we could hope to un- 
derstand. Sometimes it will work when it 
shouldn’t — but NOT FOR LONG! Don't 
give up — try more than one lot or set of 
cases. Check your annealing methods! 

Let’s get back to the ideal versus the 
usable Hunter Rifle. The ideal being a 30 
caliber rifle that will shoot a .150 group 
with no more recoil than a 6 PPC that 
meets the 45 grain of water rule. (Dr. 
Palmisano we are patiently waiting — 
DON'T FORGET US.) The usable rifle 
being whatever caliber you choose (30 as 
ideal) with a capacity of 45 grains of water 
that will shoot .400 groups. Before you go 
off the deep end, have you ever sat down 
and taken a set of score targets and gone 
to the trouble of splitting each target into 
a single 5 shot group. A friend and | have 
done this often and each of us have won 
some match with an example of 250-14X 
and have the agg spot out at over .400 
with a 30 caliber. To further prove my 
point, Jim Borden had a 102 Sporter 6 
PPC that he averaged 250-20X for 4 
shoots but he said it did not seem to shoot 
well enough to take it to a group match. | 
asked him to spot out his target and he did 
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— a.2850 agg. One must remember that 
the smaller bore chosen (22 & 6mm ona 
big case capacity) the closer to the ideal 
.150 groups you must achieve. But do not 
lose sight of a 250-20X converting to a 
.2850 agg. 

At this point in time | have decided to 
use the only 45 grains of water case avail- 


_able | know of from the factory for my 30 


caliber Hunter Rifle — the 30-30. | 
thought this would give me more time to 
spend on conditions and less time won- 
dering about brass. | have seen some dif- 
ferent but interesting results between the 
30-30 and the 30 Fireplug (with water ca- 
pacity the same, only the shape of the 
powder column different). How they each 
react with the same weight 30 caliber bul- 
lets would be a years worth of making and 
testing. Although when results are com- 
piled from only one barrel in each car- 
tridge, they could be very misleading. 
The rifle that | am shooting now is a 700 
Rem, 30 caliber, 1-14 Hart Barrel (used), 
chambered in 30-30 with my own 135 
grain flat base bullet, .015 on the lands 
with 34.5 grains of H4895 powder, and 
F210 primer. The rifle was chambered 


four days before the IBS Nationals and | 
had not had achance to really work with it 
as far as grouping or powder substitution. 
| chose a load that worked well in most ri- 
fles regardless of bore size with 45 grain 
water capacity, and that was that. It was 
good enough for a 490-14X, a third place 
agg finish with a 494-14X being first place 
at the IBS Nationals. Ideal? Usable? Po- 
tential — definitely! 

Dave Brennan was kind enough to add 
more questions to my list by supplying me 
with some small primer 30-30 brass. If | 
had some Fireplug brass (45-70) in small 
primer, | could go into seclusion for a cou- 
ple of years! 

| have plans for a new barrel in a 30-30 
chamber. | have decided to stick close to 
normal with a 1-14.5 twist because what 
else is there in 30 caliber accuracy. But, | 
must admit that the U.S. 30 caliber car- 
bine on that little case and a very short 
110 grain round nosed bullet in a 1-20 
twist sure has my curiosity up. If one 
could only make rifle barrels at home like 
wildcat brass ...

Dear Dave, 

| shoot a 30 HBR, which as you know, is 
basically a .308 with a 30 degree shoul- 
der. 

| don’t think it is probably any better 
than the standard .308. Indeed | suspect 
that | ordered myself a 30 HBR reamer 
more in the sense of ‘‘just in case’ than 
anything else. Do you want to know my 
real down-deep opinion of why the 30 
HBR has attracted so much attention and 
so much of a following so quickly? Be- 
cause Larry Smith, who designed the 
case, is one of the top two or three gun- 
smiths in the country, that’s why. 

| use 42.5 grains of H4895 with 150 
grain bullets, or 43.0 grains of H4895 with 
135 grain bullets. 

| also shoot a short 30 HBR, the basic 
30x47, using Remington basic BR brass, 
and Remington 72 primers. With this par- 
ticular cartridge | found | needed the hot- 
ter flash of the Remington primer; | was 
getting hangfires with the popular Federal 
match primers. In this case | use 38.5 
grains of 8208 powder with 135 grain bul- 
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lets, and 38.0 grains of 748 with 150 grain 
bullets. All these loads shoot very well in 
these cases. 

You ask if | feel that a 30 caliber could 
be competitive in the varmint classes. 
Well, Dan Jarvis took his 30 HBR hunter 
class rifle, complete with 6X scope, off to 
a match, and agged .270. For the fun of it, 
let’s adjust that .270 figure . . . plug in an 
arbitrary improvement for a 36X scope 
. .. plug in another arbitrary improvement 
for a bona-fide heavy varmint class rifle 
(solid bottom custom action et al). Okay, 
Boopsie, where did these ‘‘arbitrary ad- 
justments”’ bring us? Do | hear .225 agg? 
Do | hear .200 agg? Do | dare the next 
speculation? (Editor: Yes, yes ... dare). 
Do | hear... .199 agg? (Editor: You’re a 
real off-the-wall character, Chism. Why 
don't you get the speculations down to 
the .125 agg area, and let’s get on with it). 

Bullet seating? It depends on the barrel. 
Most of the time | just touch the lands, or 
maybe 5 or 10 thousandths into the lands. 
On the other hand, just to establish that 
we know absolutely nothing about noth- 
ing ... | have one .30 caliber barrel that 
will only shoot when jumping about 15 
thousandths. 

Bullets? | make my own, in Ror- 
schach dies. 

Loading? These 30 calibers have a de- 
cent amount of neck area. Be sure to 
clean the inner neck, the outer neck, and 
you might as well get the primer pocket 
while you’re about it. 

To compete with a .30 caliber rifle, first 
you must have a good rifle; and second, 
cases are as important as the rifle. Here is 
how | prepare my cases: 

Start out with 20 cases. This will proba- 
bly be down to somewhere around 15 by 
the time that we are through. Turn the 
necks. Fire three times. Full length resize, 
pushing the shoulders back two or three 
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thousandths, no more. Retrim the necks. 
Sinclair makes a neck length cutter that 
enables you to end up with case necks all 
the same length. That way you will have 
the overall case length the same as well 
as all case necks the same length. 

Deburr the inside flash hole, and make 
all flash holes the same size. Then make 
the primer pockets depth uniform. Just 
barely clean them up; don’t cut too deeply 
so that the primer goes below the back of 
the case. 

Fire at least three more times. Full 
length size again, pushing the shoulders 
back not more than two or three thou- 
sandths. Re-trim the necks. 

This procedure, while admittedly a bit 
lengthy, accomplishes two things ... it 
makes your case necks uniform, and it 
eliminates the inside ring. If you don’t get 
rid of the ring, as it builds up. . . you think 
you are seating all your bullets to the 
same depth .. . but it is nothing for them 
to have 25 or 30 thousandths differ- 
ence. 

If you are ‘‘jamming”’ your bullets into 
the lands there are enough touchy points 
associated with this practice in any event. 
But if you have one seated down into ‘‘the 
ring’, pressure goes up markedly on that 
one round, and you can find yourself with 
a flier that is anywhere from one to three 
inches from where it should be. You will 
hear critics of .30 caliber talk about the 
tendency of the thirties to ‘‘throw ashot”’. 
This may be the reason. 

Make sure that your front bag fits prop- 
erly. If it fits too tightly, when you cross 
over from the #3 bull to the #4 bull you 
will get fliers. On the other hand, a too 
loose front rest with the rifle wobbling 
around is surely doing things the hard 
way. 

Wind flags. | will see hunter class shoot- 
ers out there practicing, or even in 
matchs, with no wind flags. My personal 
opinion says that you've got to have at 
least three flags to work with at 100 
yards, and five at 200 yards. Make sure 
that they are truly wind-sensitive. You 
don't want flags that take a couple of sec- 
onds to register wind changes. 

Once you have your file shooting prop- 
erly, stop shooting groups and now prac- 
tice shooting for score. Too many hunter 
class shooters spend too much time 
group shooting. You should be practicing 
score shooting. 

| must admit that 1-14 is the only twist 
that | have shot to date. However I have a 
1-15 twist barrel on order, and | am deter- 
mined to give it a good tryout with 125 
grain bullets. I'll let you know the results 
when | am done.

SEELY MASKER 


Dear Dave 

Since you told me a couple of weeks 
ago that you were going to try some hunt- 
er class shooting in 1987, | should have 
guessed that we would shortly be receiv- 
ing a thirty caliber inquiry. In a way you 
have the world by the tail . . . when you’re 
having a problem you write off to about 
twenty shooters. . .and you make an arti- 
cle out of it. Not too many of us, when 
we're having a mechanical problem of 
some sort, have the ability to get twenty 
opinions to help out. 

| doubt if | am going to be all that much 
help to you on your thirty caliber inquiry, 
since | have not done anywhere near as 
much testing with this caliber as | really 
should have. 

Prevously my hunter class matches 
were all shot with a tight neck (.333 N.D.) 
.308 Winchester. Last year | started to 
shoot the 30x44, with a .330 neck diame- 
ter. This of course is based on the Rem- 
ington BR case, with the small primer 
pocket. My limited testing turned up a 
load of 35.5 grains of H4895 with the Sier- 
ra 168 grain bullet and Federal 210 prim- 
ers, and that’s where | stayed. | picked the 
load out of my computer, | mean, my hat. 
It’s a good load, but I’m not certain that 
maybe there isn’t a better load... all l’ve 
got to dois find the time for more testing. 

| have a couple of theories (completely 
unproven, to date) kicking around in the 
back of my mind on the 30x44. | have a 
sneaking suspicion that with the 168 


grain Sierra, a 12 or 13 twist barrel just 
might be a little bit a better choice. And 
maybe, with a 14 twist barrel, suchas|am 
shooting, the 150 grain Sierra might be a 
little better bullet choice. I’m about to give 
the 150 grain bullet a good test. 

I've shot some real good groups with 
the Sierra 168 grain, but all to often one 
shot will leak out of the group. 

As with all my rifles | use my seating 
depth gauge (a piece of barrel with just the 
shoulder, neck and leede cut, using the 
same chamber reamer as cut the barrel), 
and seat the bullet to just touch the lands. 
| have never been able to prove to myself 
that any variation on this system offers 
any improvement. | shoot the Sierra 168s 
as they come out of the box, except for 
using an ogive checker (which measures 
the relationship of ogive land contact to 
the base of the bullet). My ogive checker is 
also made from a piece of rifle barrel. 

Standard benchrest technique loading 
is the way that | load my thirty calibers... 
neck turned, fitted neck, de-burr flash 
holes, etc. | haven’t bothered to weigh my 
cases; probably should, but time is 
scarce, and it’s something | just haven't 
got around to. After a day in the shop, 
come evening, and a chance to do some 
of this fine stuff, | often find that | am too 
pooped to tackle the project that I’ve been 
thinking about. 

My impression is that if | am to go off on 
any sort of a ‘‘different case’ tangent, | 
just might get interested in the 7mm-08. 
My deer hunting rifle is now in this caliber, 
and it shoots well enough to occasionally 
get me speculating on what a well set-up 
hunter class rifle might do in this cham- 
bering. My deer rifle is a Czech VZ-33

Mauser, wood stock, Hart barrel, stan- 
dard neck chamber, a two and a half 
pound trigger, with a Leupold 2x7 varia- 
ble up on top, with a Duplex reticle. It 
makes a darn good deer rifle, but of 
course it would not be competitive in 
hunter competition. 

Joe Golba is after me to try the 6x44, 
and | am thinking about it (Editor: see 
Marcy Lyons opinions on such a step, 
elsewhere in this article). However | have 
to admit a fascination for the larger and 
heavier bullets. However the IBS hunter 
Nationals have been won by the 6x44 for 
several years now (Roger Gower and Joe 
Golba are two names to come to mind). 

I’m really not an experimenter, | fear, al- 
though | would like to be one. Few of us 
have the time or the money to try out all 
our brilliant(?) ideas in ‘‘real life’. | have 
developed a couple of wildcats, and admit 
that | find wildcats intriguing, as well as 
fun. | would like to play with wildcats 
more, but I’m a bit more of a follower than 
a leader in this area; | watch the top twen- 
ty equipment reports, and follow ‘‘the 
gang’. 

My friend Tom Svack, now, is an exper- 
imenter. I’ve seen him go to the firing line 
for the warmup match with three rifles, 
and then fire the subsequent match with 
the gun that he felt showed the most 
promise in the warmup. He shoots my 
6mm SM Wasp (on the .225 Wincheser 
case), and recently shot a 200-300 yard 
IBS record with it in the varmint-hunter 
class at Mainville. 

Many years ago | tried a wildcat that 
few shooters today have ever heard of. It 
was the .30 Dunlap (Roy Dunlap having 
been one of my teachers). It was on the 
.30-06 case, shortened, but with the 
shoulder and neck length being left un- 
changed. In fact, before the appearance 
of the .308 Winchester | made up a couple 
of form dies to make these cases with. It 
was of course done with a .30-06 cham- 
bering reamer that was held back a bit to 
cut the chamber. If | can find the dies I'll 
make up a case for you. 

No, I’m not really much of an experi- 
menter. But we sure owe a lot to those 
who have been the experimenters!

Thanks for asking me to contribute to 
this subject. I’ve just completed my sec- 
ond season of Hunter Class shooting 
which is the first benchrest shooting for 
me, sol know very little about the subject. 
My father, Verne Johnson, introduced me 
to the sport two years ago by loaning me 
his HC30 Hunter rifle to shoot in a local 
Sunday match. It progressed from there 
to me purchasing an extra HC30 (Rem 
700 built by Sinclair) from Dad. 

The HC30 is a short .308 with just over 
minimum capacity. I’m using this car- 
tridge because it’s how the rifle came to 
me. The standard .308 would be easier to 
use because the cases wouldn’t require 
alteration. 

| started shooting 150 gr GTB flat base 
with ? H4895, then went to 125gr GTB 
F.B. with 40gr H4895. | think I’m seating 
the bullets just off the lands but I’m not 
sure. I've never used Sierra 168’s. | think 
my rifle has a Hart 14” twist barrel — | 
know nothing about twist. 

Honestly | know very little about what 
I'm doing — | certainly am not the experi- 
menter my father is. | just try to use what 
works best. Wish | could be more helpful 
but this is what | know. 


BOB WHITEHALL 


Dear Dave, 

Your computer must have shorted out. 
I'm Bob Whitehall, little Known hunter 
class shooter from Washington State. I’m 
amazed to have been asked about my 
thoughts on shooting from anyone, but | 
feel honored and will be glad to assist. 

| shoot a standard 308 with a .330 neck 
at the present time. 

My testing of the 308 has been with 
4350, 4895, 3031, and H380. I’ve had 
good and bad results with all of them. It’s 
a matter of finding the right combination 
of bullet, powder, and rifle that makes a 
winner. H4350 has given me the most 
consistent results in my 308’s. It seems to 
be less effected by the range of tempera- 
tures | shoot in. These vary from the low 
30’s in the spring to over 100 during the 
summer months. 4895 is my second 
choice when trying powder loads but |

have found that this powder will have 
greater pressure change as seasonal 
temperatures rise. 3031 works well in 
some 308’s with the right bullets. H380 
has also worked well for me but | person- 
ally don’t care for the added blast and 
fouling from this powder so | usually try to 
avoid it. 

Bullet testing for me has been mainly 
with 168 and 150 Sierra and Noslers. | 
have also used 150 and 135 GTB’s. All of 
the above bullets seem to shoot well 
when used with the right powder charge. | 
use the 168 Sierra’s most of the time and 
feel more confident when shooting at 200 
and 300 yards with these. 

When testing for groups | try four or five 
different powder charges with the above 
powders. | shoot three shot groups the 
first time through, picking the best two of 
each of my powders. Then | load five shot 
groups with these. I then pick the best two 
of these and shoot 4 or 5 shot groups to 
see if they hold up. If they do | use the best 
one but | will try a grain or so higher or 
lower during the year to see if anything 
has changed. 

| almost always seat my bullets so they 
just touch the lands andit has worked well 
for me. 

I shoot a 1-14 twist because it seems to 


handle the range of bullet weights | use 
the best. | do believe a 1-12 twist would 
work find if you use just 168’s. 

When | first started shooting | loaded at 
home using 120 cases. | now load at the 
range using 15 cases and preweighed 
powder charges which seems to work 
well for me. | Know that my cases are all 
good and | never did enjoy preparing all 
those cases before the next weekend’s 
match. Seems like something always 
comes up and Friday night I’m hurrying to 
load my cases. By loading at the range 
you're always ready. 

| feel the 30 cal. is the only way to go 
when shooting for score. That little added 
hole cutting ability of a 30 will win you 
more matches day in and day out than any 
7mm or 6mm. That’s not to say the others 
won’t shoot record scores, they do, but 
the 30 will beat them more often. Look at 
the 86 hunter nationals where 9 out of the 
top 10 were 30’s. A little six did have a 
good day in 85 but we will not see that 
happen very often. The thing a 30 shooter 
must keep in mind at all times is his shoot- 
ing technique because an error with 30 
will cost you more than with a 7mm or 
6mm. | also feel that the wildcat shooters 
who use 30’s or 6’s and do well would do 
just as well or better with a standard 308.

Dear Dave, 

Allinformation in this reply is relevant to 
the 308 Win. and 30HBR unless other- 
wise noted. In 1986 | started shooting the 
30HBR, prior to that | was shooting a 308. 
The 30HBR has a case length of 1.995 
and has a shoulder angle of 30 degrees 
that reduces the case capacity about 2 
grains and increases the length of the 
neck to .330. The sharper shoulder of the 
HBR reduces the amount of case stretch- 
ing particularly when cases are new. 

The accuracy of the 30HBR seems to 
be very acceptable for a hunter class rifle, 
although | don’t claim it to be any more ac- 
curate than the 308, and don’t really ex- 
pect it to be since there is little difference 
in the two cases. Just how accurate is the 
30HBR? In August of this year, Dan 
Jarvis, one of our local 30HBR shooters, 
shot his 30HBR with a 6X scope in a 
match at Mason City, lowa, and won the 
100 yard sporter aggregate with a .27. Al- 
though | have never shot a series of 5-5 
shot groups for an aggregagte, | have 
shot many 5 shot groups in the low to mid 
3’s and some in the 2’s and occasionally

One time while working on 
loads, | was shooting 3 shot groups and 
shot 3 consecutive groups in the high 1’s 
but | do not expect to duplicate this. All 
things considered | feel | can usually shoot 
my 30HBR in the mid 3’s, but feel the gun 
is definitely capable of doing better. 

| have tried powders from 4831 up to 
and including 3031 and found that all of 
the 308’s would shoot 4831 through 4064 
very accurately but not all of them would 
shoot the powders from 4895 through 
3031. In my 30HBR | have only shot 4064 
and H4895, and they both shoot very well. 

Bullet seating in my 30HBR seems to be 
a little different than with the 308’s in that 
the HBR shoots best from .020 short to 
just barely touching the lands, while the 
308’s usually shoot best from touching 
the lands up to jamming .030 into the 
lands. 

| have not spent as much time testing 
bullets as | probably should have. | have 
only shot the Sierra 150, Sierra 168 and 
the Chism 139. The Sierra 168 seems to 
shoot better than the 150. The Chism 139 
shoots very well but | have not shot them 
in a match because | have not 
chronographed them. | feel the velocity 
would have to be about 3100 F.P.S. at the 
muzzle in order to resist the wind as well 
as the 168. | have heard that some of the 
shooters are shooting the 135 at 2900 
F.P.S. This combination will not cope with 
the wind as well as the 168 at 2600 F.P.S. 
| have weighed Sierra bullets to check 
them and can tell no advantage of sepa- 
rating them into weight groups. | do check 
all Sierra 168’s for variation in the ogive 
and have found that most lots have two 
lengths and | do separate them. This is a 
lot of trouble and is the main reason | hope 
to switch to a custom bullet and eliminate 
this boring chore.

| am using 14 inch twist barrels on the 
advice of Art Freund and Larry Smart be- 
cause | shoot the 168 and this combina- 
tion has proven to be a good one. | do feel 
that since this twist is marginal (almost 
too slow) the velocity should be at 2550 
F.P.S. or more. | would suspect that thirty 
caliber shooters now using the lighter 
custom bullets should be using a slower 
twist, possibly a 16 inch. 

My loading techniques are about the 
same as most other shooters. | do use the 
arbor press for deprimming, primming 
and sizing as well as seating because | do 
not like the idea of hammering on some- 
thing that | expect to remain square and 
aligned. 

With regards to the recent articles 
about the neck ridge at the neck/shoulder 
junction | have been using the following 
method to remove it: neck turn then 
fireform cases, open up the front 3/4 of 
the neck with a gradually tapered .313 ex- 
pander ball, inside ream the rear 1/4 of the 
neck in a Forster cause trimmer with a 
.308 diameter reamer, and fulllength size. 

Yes, | do have a strong opinion that the 
thirty caliber is a better choice than the 
6MM in hunter class competition because 
of the larger bullet diameter and the better 
ballistic coefficient. | do not think the thirty 
is more accurate than the 6MM, in fact | 
think the sixes used in hunter class are 
probably a little more accurate than the 
thirty but they lack the bullet diameter and 
coefficient which are needed as part of 
the consistency required to hit the ten ring 
and X ring repeatedly. If you are shooting 
a6MM your cartridge itself may be slight- 
ly more accurate than the thirty caliber 
most of the time but your bullet diameter 
and coefficient are always less than the 
thirty caliber.

‘When the going gets tough, the thirtys 
get going.’’ That’s what the shooters of 


the lesser calibers usually hear from the 


Hunter Class thirty caliber shooters in the 
on-going argument over the best caliber 
for Hunter Class. 

| shoot the standard .308 and the 
30x47. When both rifles are shooting well 
| prefer the 30x47 as there seems to be 
less vertical in the groups. My 30x47 was 
chambered by Art Freund by using a .308 
reamer and reaming the chamber .175 
shorter than the standard .308. This gives 
me acase that! can fill to the base ofa 168 
or 150 grain bullet with H4895 and get 
.308 velocity with better case life. My first 
two 30x47’s were made from .308’s of 
known accuracy by shortening the barrel 
by .175 from the receiver end so as not to 
have to touch the throat. There was a 
slight accuracy improvement in both. By 
making my cases from 300 Savage brass 
the Dreaded Doughnut problem is elimi- 
nated. | have found the Doughnut a prob- 
lem in my tight necked .308’s also. H4895 
is my favorite powder for the 30x47. With 
the .308 | have always had more consis- 
tent results with IMR4350, but lately | 
have been having even better results with

H380. As for bullets, the Sierra 168 has al- 
ways been my favorite. | prefer the heavi- 
er bullets ability to shoot through the sud- 
den wind shifts and unseen gusts. When 
the conditions have me totally confused 
(which is often) and! am short of time, | will 
aim right down the middle and let that high 
ballistic coefficient minimize my losses. | 
have always selected my Sierras by ogive 
and weight but my tests prove it does 
more for the head than anything. | tried 
some 190 grain Match Kings once but 
was relieved when they didn’t offer any- 
thing special because the recoil was 
fierce. Last fall | shot some 150 grain 
GTB’s and some 150’s that Guy Chism 
makes and | am impressed with their ac- 
curacy. | recently received some SG 150’s 
that look so good | can hardly wait for 
some decent weather to test them. | have 
the best results seating my bullets just off 
the lands. My Hunter rifle barrels are 1-14 
but | have had a 1-12 and a 1-14 on my 
Iron Monster and they shot the same. | 
have found that most 30’s foul rather 
quickly so | clean with Hoppe’s brush and 
Sweets between every target. My targets 
and borescope show this combination 
works best for me. My loading techniques 
are the same as those used by the big 
boys ‘‘up”’ at the Varmint matches. 

| hope there is something here you can 


use for Precision Shooting. | am looking 
forward to the opinions of other 30 cal. 
shooters. Please keep up the fine job on 
our magazine.

In reply to your letter... at presentlam 
shooting a new .30HBR, with a 1 in 14 
twist Hart barrel smithed by Larry Smart 
of Union, Missouri, and | must say that | 
am very happy with it. 

| received the rifle near the end of the 
1986 season, with little time left for exper- 
imenting. | asked several of the success- 
ful local hunter class shooters what they 
were firing for a load in their .3OHBR rifles 
and the most recommended load was 
38.5 grains of H4895 with Federal 210M 
primers, in Remington brass, with se- 
lected Sierra 168 grain match bullets. 
This is the load that | started with, it 
worked fine, and when something works 
fine ... why change things? 

Basically, there are two reasons why | 
shoot .30 caliber. First, it punches a big- 
ger hole. Second, in my opinion it is closer 
to a true hunter caliber than is six millime- 
ter.

Dear Dave: 

My first hunter rifle was a standard 
0.308 Winchester smithed by Bob 
Brackney. The Remington 700 action 
was completely reworked with new 
threads cut in the action and the guard 
screws aligned. The barrel was an old 
McMillan (1-14 twist) chambered with a 
relatively large reamer. Although it had a 
0.335 neck, it shot extremely well. | used 
Sierra 168 grain bullets almost exclusive- 
ly as | have found none better. They are 
also considerably cheaper (discount 
price) than the custom 0.308 bullets. | al- 
ways shot my 0.308 fairly hot as |now use 
41.9 grains of Hodgdon 4895. | use H4895 
powder as other powders | worked with 
don’t seem to give better accuracy, espe- 
cially at 200 yards. | have over 5000 
rounds through this barrel and may have 
had to up my powder charge in order to 
get the desired velocity. In this rifle | al- 
ways jammed my Sierra bullets hard in 
the lands as it seemed to shoot best this 
way. | use Norma cases as in weighing 
these cases and using the Audette tool | 
find them the most consistent. However, 
the brass must be soft as | can only get 
two grand aggregates out of them before 
they tighten up and accuracy falls off. Full 
length sizing will help you get through the 
match but three or four more firings will 
result in the cases tightening up again and 
eventual case separation if you continue 
to full length resize them. When this hap- 
pens | make new brass and throw the old 
ones away. | use normal benchrest load- 
ing practices with hand dies and load at 
the range. | use a Davidson ogive checker 
and segregate my Sierra 168 grain bullets

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before the match with it. In 300 yard com- 
petition | have noticed that my Sierra bul- 
lets in the 1-14 twist barrel are beginning 
to tip as the target shows a definite ‘‘yaw’’ 
of the bullet. 

Because of the great success of the 
30HR as designed by Larry Smart of Mis- 
souri, | had a Hart barrel in 1-14 twist 
chambered for it. However, this reamer is 
throated so short that the Sierra 168 grain 
pressure ring on the bullet is at the base of 
the cartridge neck. In forming the 30HBR 
from 0.308 brass you must push the 
shoulder back about 0.040. This forms 
the dreaded ‘‘do-nut.’’ Thus you have 
about 0.040 of the shoulder now being 
part of the case neck. The shoulder area 
is considerably thicker than the case 
neck. | would have to make at least three 
passes with the neck turner over this area 
and finally another pass to turn the entire 
case neck. | would even make a slight cut 
on the shoulder in order to get rid of the 
“do-nut,’’ which still did not eliminate it 
completely. | am sure that an inside neck 
reamer might have solved this problem. It 
didn’t take too many firings before the 
brass became hard to chamber and ex- 
tract with a resulting loss of accuracy. | 
settled on a load of 39 grains of Hodgdon 
4895 with the Sierra 168g bullet. In a 
Hunter Match in 1986 | shot this load at 
100 yards and shot three 50-4Xs in the 
first three matches. In the fourth match | 
noticed the brass was getting difficult to 
chamber and extract but | still shot a 50- 
3X. In the last match | could barely cham- 
ber them. On the third bull | had to stand 
up to place enough force on the bolt han- 
dle in order to force the round in. It was a 
nine and | ended up with a 249-18X. Be- 
cause of these case problems | became 
completely frustrated with the 30HBR. It 
did not seem to shoot any better than the 
standard 0.308 Winchester. Also the re-

coil was about the same. The reamer 
used to cut the chamber may have been 
defective as | had problems with extrac- 
tion, especially when | shot it hot. Veloci- 
ties above 2500 fps with the Sierra 168g 
bullet could not be obtained without pres- 
sure signs. With this bullet 67.5 (37.4g) on 
the Culver of H4895 gave 2349 fps; 69 
Culver (38.3g) gave 2416 fps; and 70.5 
Culver (39.2g) gave 2490 fps. | do not 
want to ‘‘knock’’ the 30HBR as it has 
proven itself in competition too many 
times. However, the case forming was a 
“‘bitch’’ so | decided to go back to the 
standard 0.308 Winchester as | could see 
no advantage of the 30HBR over it. 

| then ordered a tight 0.308 Winchester 
reamer from Henriksen as follows: 0.368 
back end; 0.454 shoulder; 0.332 neck; 
and 0.3085 bullet leade. | sent my 30HBR 
barrel to Brackney to have him rechamber 
it with this reamer. | look forward to 
shooting it without the case forming prob- 
lems of the 30HBR. When new, my old 
0.308 Winchester barrel would consist- 
ently shoot in the 2s at 100 yards with ap- 
proximately 41 grains of H4895 and the 
Sierra 168g bullet. | shot many 250s at 
100 yards and held the 200 yard record 
with a 249-18X on the old target. When | 
get my rechambered 0.308 Winchester 
barrel | intend to experiment with Gl (Gov- 
ernment) brass. Because it is thicker than 
commercial brass its capacity is almost 
two grains less. This should place it at the 
same capacity level of the 30HBR without 
the case forming problems. However, | 
would carefully select the GI brass with an 
Audette tool and weigh each case. 

In my club, Hub City Rifle & Pistol Club, 
Lafayette, Louisiana, there is an intense 
rivalry between the 0.3088 and 6mm 
shooters in Hunter Class competition. All 
| can say is that | hope more shooters go 
to the 6mm as | will have less competition. 
(‘Eat your heart out,’’ Louis Langlinais, 
who ‘‘only shoots Hunter Rifle with his 
6mm for the ‘fun of it,’ as Hunter rifle com- 
petition is the ‘orphan child’ of benchrest 
shooting and cannot be taken too 
seriously’). 

The jury is still out on the 7mm. Two 
friends, Ikey Smith and ‘‘Red’’ Ortego, re- 
cently had barrels cut with the 7IHSMA in 
1-10 twist and use Sierra 150g bullets. 
The recoil is considerably less than the 
0.308s. Competition in this coming year 
should tell if they are competitive.

Dear Dave 

| have two primary reasons for the .308 
being my favorite cartridge for hunter 
class competition. The first one is every- 
body’s reason for going to the .308 bore 
size. . .it makes ahole in the target thatis 
.065” larger than any 6mm bullet. The 
second reason is my feeling that the .308 
is moved around less by the wind, particu- 
larly at 200 and 300 yards. Only two rea- 
sons ... but mighty important reasons. 

| use the Federal .308 nickel plated 
match brass for my .308. | turn my necks 
.013 thousandths, using a Hart deluxe 
neck turner. | prefer to have a loaded 
round with a neck measurement that is 
.002 under the neck size of my chamber. | 
eventually went out and purchased my 
own reamer, from Hugh Henricksen, so 
that | could keep track of how many cham- 
bers were cut with the reamer. | use a Hart 
priming tool; it gives me a uniform seating 
depth with my primers. | do my sizing with 
a Wilson neck die, which has interchange- 
able bushings; | size, to .332 primarily to 
obtain uniformity. | trim my cases to an 
overall length of 2.05 inches, using a Wil- 
son case trimmer. A Hart straight line 
seating die is used for the final reloading 
step. 

The only bullet that | use is the Sierra 
168 grain match bullet. | do not weigh 
them, but | do separate them according to 
their ogive. This is particularly important 
in my individual case, as | like to jam the 
lands when chambering a round. | have 
heard from several sources that Sierra 
uses two different die sets when making a 
run of 168 grain bullets . . . this would ac- 
count for my often finding two different 
sets of ogive lengths. Almost forgot .. . | 
think it important to ream the primer flash 
hole internally. 

| will, as a general practice, turn about 
40 rounds, load them up, and head for the 
range. | do not use a reduced load for 
fireforming. | reload, and now fire for 
score. If each case fired is not either a ten 
or an X, | will not refire that round. | then 
take the cases that ‘‘made the first cut” 
and use them to fire a complete match. 
Once again any rounds that are not a ten 
or an X are culled out. Those cases that 
survived this double elimination are the 
ones that | willusein registered matches. | 
do not weigh my brass or do any other 
form of case selection other than my dou- 
ble elimination method. 

My barrelis a 1-14 twist, 23 inches long, 
and hunter class taper. | have to admit 
that | don’t know as much as | would like 
to know about barrel twist. | picked a 14 
twist because that’s the one that was 
most commonly used when | started, and 
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it seems to be working just fine. It’s a 
Wiseman barrel, and the gunsmithing 
was done by Bill Wiseman down in Bryan, 
Texas. 

| use a McMillan fiberglass stock, with 
both action screws as well as the front re- 
coil lug bedded in Devcon liquid steel. | 
feel that this material gives less shrinkage 
than others, and | use it for all my rifles, 
both competition rifles and hunting ri- 
fles. 

My hunter class rifle has a standard 
Remington 700 action, equipped with a 
Wolfe spring. The bolt face and the lock- 
ing lugs have been trued up. | use a Hart 
two ounce trigger. The scope is a 
Weaver-Siebert KT-6 with a 1/4 dot and 
fine crosshairs. Other scopes are good, 
but the Weaver gets my vote because of 
the dependability of the click adjust- 
ments. My scope rings and bases are 
from B-Square, but unfortunately they no 
longer make the light weight set that | use. 

When actually shooting in a match | 
take a comfortable position with my 
cheek laying lightly on my stock. | do put 
baby powder on my cheek and stock. My 
shoulder just touches the stock, just 


enough so that | can feel it, but it is not a 
free recoil type of hold. 

| clean my rifle after every relay. In the 
hotter areas of the lower 48 states | try to 
keep my barrel as cool as possible, out of 
the sun, using cool towels. This most cer- 
tainly is not a common problem here in 
Alaska. When | come to the firing line for 
the next relay | always fire a fouling shot. | 
do not waste time firing it on my target, as 
| know from experience that my fouling 
shot will not go where the other shots go. 
It is one less hole to have to look at on the 
target. | normally shoot two shots on my 
sighter target, both to check the condi- 
tions and to get myself settled in. | always 
go back to my sighter target if a condition 
change is picked up, or if! drop apoint... 
to find out what is happening. 

As | shoot my target | shoot the bulls in 
this order... 5, 4, 3, 2, 1. This is simply 
the way that | am most comfortable. | use 
a Hart front rest, but any rest will work fine 
as long as it is solid. | control the rifle by 
squeezing the rear sand bag with my left 
hand. The follow through and proper 
bench technique are important, but the 
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number one objective is to be able to do 
things consistently ... the same from 
shot to shot. This takes complete concen- 
tration, and you have to work at it, and 
stay very alert mentally. The middle of a 
record target is no_ place for 
day-dreaming! 

| use wind flags, and think them a valu- 
able tool. When shooting a new range for 
the first time, I’m not too proud to ask 
questions of shooters that know that 
range... what are the usual range condi- 
tions? What about the ‘‘switches’’ here? 
The information that | pick up with my 
questions will have a bearing on where | 
put out my wind flags. 

| have two different loads that | regular- 
ly use; 41.0 grains of H4895 or 46.0 grains 
of IMR4350. Federal primers are the 
choice regardless of the powder used. 
Both loads shoot equally well, | go with 
whichever one seems to be shooting best 
at that point in time. Certainly 4350 takes 
more time to load, it does not throw well 
from any measure. As a result, when! am 
going to shoot 4350 | will pre-load, putting 
weighed powder charges into small plas- 
tic bottles at home. 

One thing I’ve learned is to ask ques- 
tions. Every shooter that I’ve ever talked 
to has been helpful when asked a sincere 
question. There are many different styles 
and pieces of equipment in the game... 
and maybe the one little change that you 
need, be it in shooting style or equipment, 
maybe it’s staring you in the face on the 
next bench over. | have learned countless 
things from my _ brother-in-law Don 


Feltman, and from the 1986 NBRSA 
Hunter Class Champion Paul Weller. Both 
have been very helpful, always ... even 
on days that they were shooting my ears 
off. 

| try to get to my range as often as pos- 
sible. Try to get to practice in just about 
every condition possible. Use every op- 
portunity to practice at 200 and 300 
yards, which is where most matches are 
won or lost. A small mistake that you can 
often ‘‘get away with” at 100 yards might 
well take you out of the match at 200 or 
300 yards. A match is no place for experi- 
menting; that’s best done at the practice 
range. The TCL program is getting tough- 
er and tougher, so | try new ideas all the 
time in an effort to keep up with the com- 
petition. Some of them work out well, and 
others do not. But that is the very basics 
to be expected from any experimenting.

Dear Dave 

| will try to answer your questions on 
.30 caliber shooting. 

1.) In the hunter class of course | am 
shooting a .30 caliber. What else is 
there? 

2.) My current case is a wildcat, made 
from .308 brass. The case is shortened by 
.050”, and the neck length is increased by 
.045” with a 40 degree shoulder. 

3.) What do | like about this particular 
case? First, the longer neck. Then the 40 
degree shoulder, which allows hotter 
loads, because of the cling to the chamber 
walls, as well as cutting down on the 
brass flow. Right now | am using a load of 
39.6 grains of 4895, with 125 grain, 140 
grain, and 150 grain bullets, depending on 
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the conditions and the range (more on this 
later). 

4.) Yes, | most certainly have tried 
groups with my hunter gun. It aggs about 
.275 with the 6X scope, and certainly 
would do better with a higher power 
scope. 

5.) Powders ... I’ve really given H380 
and 4895 the most testing; | have come to 
prefer the 4895. 

6.) Bullet seating .. . I’ve done a lot of 
testing of jumping the bullets and touch- 
ing the lands, and I’ve settled on ‘‘just 
touching’. 

7.) Bullets. . I’ve tested the Sierra 150, 
the Sierra 168, the Speedy Gonzalez 125 
and the Speedy Gonzalez 140. All Sierras 
were shot ‘‘out of the box’’, without selec- 
tion. The Sierra 150 shot better for me 
than the Sierra 168, but | have settled on 
Speedy’s products for my match shoot- 
ing. Finally . . .and yes, | know this pointis 
“passing strange’, but | shoot the 125 
grain SG bullet at 100 yards, the 140 SG 
bullet at 200 yards, and adjust my load for 
each. 


8.) Twist ... | am shooting a 15 twist 
barrel. 
9.) Loading ... standard benchrest 


loading methods, and nothing really dif- 
ferent from what you read in the PS 
pages. 

Comments... As far as opinion on thir- 
ty caliber shooting goes .. . opinions are 
like rear ends ... everyone has one. | 
think that ANYTHING ... can be PROV- 
EN...atleast to YOURSELF. . . if youre- 
ally want to. An advantage of .30 caliber 
that | do not hear quoted often. . . itis un- 
deniably easier to hold a closer tolerance 
when making larger things. . . than small- 
er things. If this factis true. . .and| think it 
is... then you should be able to make bet- 
ter .30 caliber barrels ... and .30 caliber 
bullets ... than smaller size barrels and 
bullets. On the other hand, and we need to 
look at both sides of the coin here. . . the 
.30 caliber shooter has to be very consis- 
tent and not make any mistakes. . .as .30 
caliber is not a very forgiving thing. Recoil 
is another factor that cannot be ig- 
nored. 

Off the subject: | have got some new in- 
terest generated in benchrest shooting in 
this area. | have built rifles for, or sold ri- 
fles to, seven new shooters. We have a 
small range (10 benches) at the Texas In- 
struments Company gun club, with 100 
and 200 yard targets. We shoot the third 
Saturday of each month, about eight of 
us, all of whom work for Texas Instru- 
ments, plus we always have a few other 
shooters join us. We will be formally affili- 
ating with the NBRSA in 1987, and witha 
bit more work on our range we should be 
able to hold registered matches.

Dear Dave: 

Late in the '86 season | started shoot- 
ing a shortened 308 in the Hunter match- 
es. Overall length of this cartridge is 1.750 
inches, which | refer to as a 30x44. Shoul- 
der angle is the same as the standard 308. 

Remington 308 BR cases are easily 
pushed down to the 1.750 length in a 
shortened 308 full length sizing die. The 
BR case has the small primer pocket, 
which is a must in this reduced capacity 
30 caliber case. 

After case forming, and before actual 
fire forming, | anneal the upper 1/3 of the 
case. | have found that if the cases are not 
re-annealed the shoulders will start to 
smoke up after 4 or 5 firing. 

The load | have had the most success 
with is 35.2 grains of H4895 with the 150 
gr. Sierra Match King, using Remington 
7¥2 primers. This load chronographs at 
2400 ft. per sec. at 10 ft. from the muzzle. 

The barrel is a Hart 1 in 14 twist, 20 
inches in length. 

Five shot groups at 100 yds. average 
.320 inches using a six power Leupold 
scope. 

Bullets are seated .025 inches off the 
lands, and | shoot them ‘‘out of the box,”’ 
no sorting. The short 30’s | have worked 
with seem to shoot better with a .020 to 
.030 bullet jump. Bullet weights of 125 gr. 
to 150 gr. shoot very well. |have nothada 
chance to try the 110 gr. match bullets 
yet. |have had no success with the 168 gr. 
bullets, possibly because of the reduced 
case capacity. 

Faster burning powders do not produce 
groups consistent enough for competiton 
shooting. | have tried H322, H335 and 
IMR4198, all with about the same results.

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One group will be in the two-tenth range, 
and the next group may be over one-half 
inch. 

At the present time | am working with 
two other reduced capacity 30 cal. car- 
tridges. One is on the same 308 BR case 
with an overall length of 1.790. The other 
is a shortened 45/70 case with an overall 
length of 1.585. | may call this cartridge a 
“30 Fireplug.”’ 

The most important advantage of the 
reduced capacity 30 cal. in Hunter compe- 
tition is the moderate recoil while retain- 
ing the larger caliber size. 

It has been several years since | shot a 
full size 308, however, there are certain 
things which | remember very well. My 


first 308 was a Hunter class rifle, and was 
areal tack driver. |had more confidence in 
that rifle, and shot it better than any Hunt- 
er rifle | have had since. The next two 308 
Hunter rifles | had were the exact oppo- 
site. Everytime | would miss the ten ring a 
dozen thoughts would go through my 
mind. Was my hold good? Did the scope 
finally come apart from the recoil? or did 
the bedding go bad? | guess what | am try- 
ing to say is that the full size 308 is not for 
everyone. So if you don’t think you can 
handle a full 308, why not try one of the 
smaller 30 caliber cartridges? You will find 
the recoil is not much more than that of 
the 6HLS or the 6x45.

Dear Dave 

Thanks for thinking of me again. It 
makes a guy feel good to know that some- 
one values his opinion, particularly with 
guys in this game like Ferris Pindell and 
George Kelbly who have forgotten a lot 
more than I'll ever know about accuracy. 
(Editor: let’s not get humble, Speedy. 
Texans simply do not know how to be 
humble). 

My introduction to .30 caliber 
benchrest dates back to 1974, via Bob 
Pease, at the New Braunfels range of 
Howard Dietz. We shot heavy varmint for 
score and the big bore was king in central 
Texas. | guess that you could say that the 
thirty beat itself a place in my heart . . . if 
not in my heart, certainly in my shoul- 
der. 

So much for the memories of yester- 
year. You ask what cartridge I’m shooting 
in the hunter class at the moment. Well, 
I'm playing with two of them. A 30x44, 
which is the 6BR case lengthened a quar- 
ter inch and blown out to .30 caliber. Anda 
.30SGH, which is the 6.5 Mannlicher- 
Carcano shortened to 1.960” and necked

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up to .30 caliber. This case will work ona 
PPC bolt face, and will be similar in size to 
the long-awaited magnum length PPC 
cases. Both cases are minimum powder 
capacity, which is to say that they hold 
45.5 grains of water, enough to be legal in 
the hunter class. | do not feel that these 
cases have any great advantage over the 
basic .308 Winchester case other than 
the fact that it seems to be easier to find 
more uniform brass with which to make 
these cases, plus the reduction in air 
space for those who shoot reduced loads 
in order to reduce recoil. 

You ask if | shoot the 168 Sierra bullet 
or acustom bullet. Well, I’m acustom bul- 
let maker, including .30 caliber, but there 
is no doubt that the Sierra 168 is the stan- 
dard by which all .30 caliber bullets must 
be judged. Their accuracy is phenomenal 
if you will take the time to segregate them 
into lots. Even if you just shoot them out 
of the box, with no selection whatsoever, 
they are still hard to beat for the money. 
So why bother with a .30 caliber custom 
bullet if the Sierra is king? Well, with 168 
grains of bullet weight, if shot with a full 
load to get the maximum potential out of 
the 168 grain boat tail, the recoil becomes 
quite severe in a hunter class weight rifle. 
After a while that recoil starts working on 
the old noggin, and before you know it the 
shooter is paying more attention to his 
shoulder and to recoil than he is paying to 
things that he should be paying attention 
to ... wind, light conditions, things like 
that. This is where you lose that shot... 
and the match. It’s been written before. . . 
recoil = distraction. 

When | started out in .30 caliber bullet 
making | knew what | wanted ... a light

. bullet of equal accuracy potential with the 


168 Sierra that could be driven at some- 
where around 3000 fps. | spent 14 months 
experimenting with my Bill Hall rail gun, 
with a barrel chambered for the 30x44 
with bullets that ranged in weight from 90 
grains to 168 grains, both flat base and 
boat tails. | have two sets of bullet making 
dies for 30 caliber. . .aset of Detsch dies 
in boat tail configuration, and a set of Ror- 
schach dies for flat base bullets. After all 
my testing, | reached certain conclusions 
... Of the various .30 caliber bullets that | 
make ... the 110 grain bullet on the J-4 
.925 length jacket, and the 125 grain bul- 
let in either flat base or boat tail form on 
the J-4 1.080 jacket .. . are my two most 
accurate bullets. | have noticed that both 
GTB and Ed Watson are now offering bul- 
lets in this range, so | guess that my con- 
clusions may be shared by other .30 cali- 


* ber custom bullet makers. 


An advantage of the custom made .30 
caliber bullet, if it is made right, is that the 
shooter does not have to go through the 
long, boring ordeal of segregating bullets 
into lots by length of ogive to bullet base. 

Once | settled on bullet weights that | 
wanted to go ahead with | then started 
working with powders. | had favorable re- 
sults with H4895, W748, IMR3031, H380, 
H322 and T322. With H4895, W748, and 
H380 | was getting velocities in the high 
2600s to low 2700s. | found IMR3031 (an 
almost forgotten powder today, but back 
when the .219 Wasp was king, that pow- 
der was everyone's darling) would give 
me about 2950 f.p.s. with the 110 grain 
bullet and 2850-2900 f.p.s. with the 125 
grain version. The only problem with this 
powder is the fact that it doesn’t meter

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worth a darn! H322 was promising, but | 
was getting quite a variation in burning 
rate from lot to lot. T322 finally came out 
on top, giving me 3000 f.p.s. with the 110 
grain bullet and 2950 with the 125 grain. | 
shot many groups in the low ones with a 
load of 36.5 grains of 1322. Gale 
McMillan also shot 100 yard groups in the 
ones with a heavy varmint class rifle that 
he built, using one of his new barrels that 
he is making. Gale used the 7.62x39 case 
with 110 grain bullets and a 16 twist bar- 
rel. 

| feel that a shooter who is recoil sensi- 
tive, but who wishes to stay with the .30 
caliber for the greater scoring ability of the 
larger bullet can do no better than to use a 
low weight bullet (somewhere in the 110- 
135 grain range) coupled with an absolute 
minimum capacity case. | think that you 
will find that you can live with the recoil 
from this combination. 

Another thing that shooters hardly ever 
consider is ‘'felt recoil exaggeration” due 
to torque. This occurs when the bullet en- 
gages with the rifling in the barrel and be- 
gins its rotation in the barrel as it heads 
toward the muzzle. The rifle twists in the 
opposite direction to the rifling twist. 
Hunter class shooters are more likely to 
notice this than group shooters. As the 
gun torques in the front rest during the fir- 
ing of the round you can find visible evi- 
dence of all this . . . in the front rest. After 
every shot if you look at your rifle you will 
find that it is now canted in the front rest 

. one of the stock’s forend corners is 
now riding up on the side of the front 
sandbag and the gun needs repositioning 
into the sandbags, as well as the need to 
be pushed forward. The same goes for 
the shooter's shoulder ... he feels not 
only the rearward torque but also the 
twisting as well. 

The only way to keep this torque to a 
minimum is to use the slowest twist possi- 
ble to stabilize the bullet weight that you 
will be shooting. In 1986 | used 15 and 16 
twist barrels with my 110 and 125 grain 
bullets. With 110 grain bullets and a 16 
twist barrel the rifle certainly seems to 
come straight back with little torque. If my

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finances hold out | would like to see how 
slow a twist we could use and still stabi- 
lize those light bullets (while keeping gilt 
edge accuracy of course). Frank Wilson, 
our ex-Gulf Coast Director won just about 
every hunter class match that he attend- 
ed in 1986 while shooting a 16 twist 
Schneider barrel and 110 grain bullets. 

| do not depart from accepted loading 
techniques common to benchrest shoot- 
ers when firing .30 caliber. | will tell you 
about an experiment which really made 
me think however. | took 20 cases; ten 
were turned for a tight neck fit for boat-tail 
bullets, and ten were turned for a tight 
neck fit with flat base bullets. In every 
case the boat-tails out-shot the flat bases 
when shot as a tight neck. But... when 
the brass was turned another one thou- 
sandth, and sized, the flat bases now 
clearly out-shot the boat-tails. The only 
theory that | have is that the pressure ring 
at the heel of the flat base bullet must 
cause a variation in pressure in a case 
shot as a tight neck, whereas a boat-tail 
has very little or no pressure ring and it 
maintains a more uniform pressure when 
a case is not neck sized. | believe that 
there is still a lot that we do not know 
about neck tension and bullet fit; | also be- 
lieve this is a very important area if one is 
concerned about firing small groups and 
aggregates. 

In closing . . . | think 1987 will be a ban- 
ner year for hunter class shooters. We 
have the new Kodiak action from George 
Kelbly for the hunter class, new bullets 
from Ed Watson, Guy Chism, GTB, Ralph 
Council and SG; the new Leupold 6X 
scope boosted by Premier to a true 6X 
and fine clicks, the hunter class is finally 
about to stand up and be counted. Good 
luck, good shooting, and hope to see all of 
you in New Braunfels in June for the 
NBRSA Hunter Nationals.

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THE JACO NECK TURNER 


Lt. Col Rick Hornbeck 


It was back in the 1961-1963 era when 
benchrest shooters first began to give 
some attention to improving the cartridg- 
es that we were happily, blithely, and sort 
of ignorantly firing away . . . while looking 
for super accuracy. We were just begin- 
ning to realize that there were a pretty 
good sized number of errors and short- 
comings in those little pieces of brass that 
we had previously assumed were certain- 
ly perfection itself ... heck, if a factory 
made it ... it had to be right ... right? 
Some competitors began to select their 
match cases simply by weighing them. 
Others selected match cases by testing 
them on actual targets, and then selecting 
those that appeared to group together 
better than others. Sometimes this test 
firing evolved into complicated forms... 
full moon, high tide, Red Sox playing at 
home, Dow-Jones up over five points, 
whatever the shooters current theory of 
the moment. Larry Engelbrecht came up 
with the inside flash hole deburring tool 
and it wasn’t until the late 1970’s when Al 
Angerman proved to us the improvement 
in powder lite up which resulted. It is now 
standard procedure with new brass. | 
have even seen the editor do it success- 
fully and correctly. If you know the editor 
... this is no small statement. 

In the mid 60s, to the best of my knowl- 
edge, Ferris Pindell and Cline Deere were 
the first to attack the runout of case neck 
walls ... trying to get the bullet lined up 
correctly in the center of the bore. They 
first tried in-line neck reaming, which for 
years had been a required procedure dur- 
ing the forming of cases for any number of 
wildcats . . . usually those cases where a 
larger case was made into a considerably 
smaller case. This helped somewhat, but 
certainly not as much as hoped for. Ferris 
moved on to try in-line broaching, again 
with only modest success. It didn’t take all 
that long for those with a lathe to find the 
best results could be had by turning a 
mandel, force the case over the mandrel, 
and turn the outside of the case neck. The 
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error was removed, but up jumped anoth- 
er problem to take its place. Chambers 
had standard neck dimensions ... the 
brass in the neck was promptly work- 
hardened ... and split necks became as 
common as moaning and groaning at 
whatever bench that Seely is sitting at 
today. Selected brass didn’t last long, 
and so was born the tight neck and fitted 
neck chambers that are so common in the 
sport today. Shortly thereafter a number 
of hand operated neck turners were being 
made. | won a Marquart Precision Com- 
pany reamer at the 1973 Super Shoot, 
and that little rascal has trued up a heap of 
cases over the years. 

At Super Shoot VI in 1978 Ferris Pindell 
showed off anew case neck turner that he 
had designed and built. Ths early modelis 
pictured in the November 1978 issue of 
PS. Initially he made seven of this early 
model, and then a second model with 
some changes and improvements. Ferris 
tells me that he made some fifteen neck 
turners in all. 

Along the way Col. T.J. Jackson, of 
JACO Precision, picked up a few of these 
Pindell neck turners. He later contacted 
Ferris, and today, with Ferris’ blessing, is 
now making the same unit. It is no big se- 
cret that TJ has long felt that a perfect 
case neck is the single most important el- 
ement of the loaded round. For some in- 
sights into his thinking on the subject, his 
testing, his groups and his conclusions, 
the reader will find his comments in the 
October 1985 issue of PS. 

The JACO neck turner body is made up 
of four pieces of steel, each precison 
ground or milled. It is 4% inches long, 
about 1% inches wide, and is 12 inches 
high. A one ten thousandths dial indicator 
makes contact with the rear end of the 
cutter and is held in place with a plastic 
tipped set screw. The hole for the indica- 
tor is ¥%” and it will accept any number of 
indicators on the market. The cutter blade 
is adjustable for angle. It pivots on an 
Allen set screw located on top of the tool. 


Two set screws marked ‘‘A’’ and ‘‘B”’ lo- 
cated on the bottom of the tool makes 
possible changing the angle of the cutter. 
This angle is properly set before shipping 
and the above three screws are sealed. 
The instruction sheets cover the proper 
method for making further adjustments, 
but the need for future adjustments 
seems quite remote. The cutter has been 
surface ground to remove any and all 
error. This removes the chance that any 
change in the angles of the cutter chang- 
ing as different cutter depths are made. A 
recess at the business end of the cutter 
blade engages the adjustment knob as- 
sembly. Two lock set screws lock the 
blade in place and are located on the back 
of the body. 

To adjust the cutter the two lock 
screws at the rear of the tool are backed 
off slightly. The top pivot screw has a 
nylon ball under it, making contact with 
the cutter blade and will hold the cutter in 
place while making required adjustments. 
After the proper setting is obtained the 
two lock screws are tightened down. 
When they are backed off the cutter blade 
can be moved in and out and the dial indi- 
cator shows the amount of change in cut- 
ting depth. 

The tool is made well enough to make 
changes as small as .00005” with a quali- 
ty dial indicator! The brass removed from 
the neck will be exactly the amount that 
the dial indicator shows if the other in- 
structions with the tool are followed. 

Mandrels are centerless ground and 
are Rockwell 60-62C sacle. They have a 
.001” undersize taper for the first one 
quarter inch. Cases should start on the 
mandrel easily and then get very snug. 
The mandrel should be lubricated be- 
tween each case processed. A lube for 
the purpose has been developed by 
JACO. The remaining length of the man- 
drel has a 50 millionth taper. The finished 
turned case neck will have a .0004” taper 
the length of the case neck and is required 
for perfect cutting and the high degree of 
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finish. 

When starting with new brass the case 
should be run through a press type die 
and pulled back over the proper size but- 
ton. Mandrels are in the following sizes: 
.223”, .242”, .256”, .263”, .283” and 
.307”. Cases then should be trimmed so 
as to have them start the procedure with 
the same length. 

The proper mandrel is installed in the 
tool. The cutter has a slight radius on the 
lead-on of the cutting edge. The mandel 
height is adjusted so that this radius just 
touches the case shoulder but does not 
cut into the shoulder ... and eliminates 
the ‘‘dreaded donut’. | had my very best 
results with new brass by taking off about 
one half of the total amount to be re- 
moved, and then adjust to remove all but 
about 2 or 3 ten thousandths of the de- 
sired final neck wall thickness. After fire 
forming and perhaps an additional firing 
or two, the last 2 or 3 ten thousandaths are 
removed. These minor changes are a 
snap to obtain with the dial indicator. The 
final cutting will be obtained as the brass 
coming off the cutter is formed into a lace 
like pattern, and stops. Final finish is first 
rate. 

A final test was made to determine just 
how effective the tool and the dial indica- 
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tor are. It was set up for .224 caliber and 
necks were turned to a thickness of .010”. 
Next it was adjusted on the dial for .243”. 
The difference between the two is .019”, 
and divided by two (one side) it is .0095”. 
This amount was cranked into the dial in- 
dicator. The amount of neck thickness 
was .010” on the 6mm case! 

A good quality ball mike is required for 
this sort of work. They can be obtained

from a number of places and | note that 
Sinclair International Inc. has them listed 
in their latest catalog. 

TJ recommends using the Lyman Uni- 
versal Drill Press Trimmer for a case hold- 
er while turning. It certainly offers a hefty 
round base for good hand control. Other 
methods are listed in the instruction 
sheets. | have a Sinclair Universal case 
holder for neck turning and found it also 
worked just fine. 

The two instruction sheets are very 
complete and should be given a thorough 
review before using the turner, to prevent 
damage to the cutter, and also if one is to 
get the perfect results than can be had 
with this tool. The end result is perfect 
case neck thicknesses to the desired ten 
thousandths or better. When re-turning 
necks of fired cases from time to time the 
true pattern of brass flowing throughout 
the neck can be seen. . . and offers a sur- 
prise or two!

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SHOOTING IN THE WIND 


Sooner or later a shooter has to learn to 
shoot in the wind to be competitive. There 
are many pitfalls to overcome caused by 
winds that destroy accuracy. The days that 
the winds are not blowing are few and far 
between. Learning what the wind can do to 
a bullet is a necessity. 

The course of the wind will be greatly af- 
fected by the surrounding terrain. Trees, 
hills, banks, gullies, range roofs or anything 
in its path will alter its direction and even 
create up or down drafts. Particularly on 
terrain that is not level. 

The Central Jersey Range in Jackson, 
N.J. is very level out to 350 yards where 
there is a high dirt backstop about 35 feet 
high. There are no hills in this area. When 
the trees were bulldozed from the range it 
left a line of trees on both sides of the range. 
| liked to shoot on the right side next to the 
line of trees as they sheltered the winds 
that mostly came from right to left. The 
flags would hang in front of you even 
though the winds at the bench (which was 
unsheltered) was fairly strong on you. A lot 
of my testing and load development came 
from this area. 

Then they bulldozed the trees on the 
right to build a new 200 yard range parallel 
to the old 300 yard range. It was built for 
club members to have a place to shoot 
when the other range had a match going on 
it. They built a wall of concrete blocks be- 
tween the two ranges about ten feet high. 
This wall ran past the backstop of the new 
200 yard range. 

Now this became a whole new ball game. 
The wind from the right would create a vac- 
uum effect near the wall. The flags would 
hang at first. As the wind increased in inten- 
sity they would blow to the right towards 
the wall. There was a backwash effect near 
the wall. About 25 yards away from the wall

the flags showed the wind blowing to the 
left in its correct course. When the trees 
were there some of the wind filtered 
through the trees to minimize this back- 
wash effect. It was like shooting in a tunnel. 
They may have the _ best _ little 
“wharehouse” in Texas but we have the 
best little stone wall in Jackson. 

When the wind blew from 4:30 area to- 
wards 10:30 o'clock the flags downrange 
would turn towards 12:00 to 2:00 o’clock. 
The wall created a vacuum lengthwise. The 
first flag to move was the one ten yards in 
front of you. This one would blow towards 
10:30. As the wind picked up in intensity the 
others would pick up diagonally towards 
the wall between 12:00 to 2:00 o'clock. 

When the wind blew in from 1:00-2:00 the 
flags would turn in towards the wall diago- 
nally to 4:00-5:00 o'clock. It is confusing at 
first to feel the wind on you at the bench 
from one direction and seeing the flags 
going in a different direction. 

One of the best wind conditions to shoot 
in on this range is when the wind is coming 
predominately from 11:00 o’clock. The 
daisy wheels will spin steadily as if they had 
little motors on them. This wind is coming 
across a long flat area from 350 yards out 
with few obstructions to alter its course. If 
all the flags are going in the same direction 
variation in velocity (within limits) does not 
seem to matter. If the direction changes 
even slightly you will lose the shot side to 
side but no vertical. Thatis up to 200 yards. 
At the 300 yard stage the downdraft from 
the wind coming over the backstop would 
give you vertical in different velocities. 

Winds coming over the range roof with 
an overhang can have the same effect. 
With winds coming over the roof from 7:00- 
8:00 o'clock area, shots in missed condi- 
tion will go to the right and down. The more 
intense the wind the further it will go to the 


right and down. 

| had once read an article about the ef- 
fects of the wind on a bullet from different 
directions. Most barrels are rifled with a 
right hand twist. The wind from left to right 
would cause the bullet to drop lower in the 
higher intensity of the wind beside being 
blown to the right. The bullet would go high- 
er if the wind was from right to left. | found 
this to be true on open ranges when there 
was no other obstacle to counteract this. 

Example; The wind is coming from 3:00 
o'clock on an open range. It is light but 
steady. You get off 3 shots in one hole. The 
wind picks up and you decide to hold to the 
right. You were right in the side to side hold 
but the shot went high. Then the wind dies 
down. You hold left from the original hold. 
Again you were right from side to side only 
this time the shot went low. You did not 
take into consideration the lift effect on the 
bullet in the increased and decreased ve- 
locity of the wind. Now you have a vertical 
group. Had you held a little lower in the 
stronger wind and a little higher in the letup 
they would have been in the group. | found 
this happening to me several times until | 
compensated for it. It is similar to the “en- 
glish” put on a cue ball in pool. The ball will 
bounce off a rail differently related to the 
right or left spin put on it. 

Many times | have heard the remark that 
the flag right in front of you is the one to 
watch. | have read articles claiming this is 
the most important one. | disagree. All of 
the flags between the shooter and the tar- 
get have to be reckoned with. The bullet 
has reached its highest velocity a few feet 
from the muzzle. After it entered the air it is 
constantly slowing down. Now it gets to be 
more affected by the wind past half way to 
the target. Read the ballistic charts. 

In my testing up to 350 yards a bullet can 
change its course several times when buf- 
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feted by winds from different directions. 
Some ranges like Johnstown and Council 
Cup do not have good flag placement past 
100 yards. Ditto Mainville past 200 yards. 
The terrain is such that good flag place- 
ment is difficult. At Council Cup and 
Mainville very often the wind comes in from 
4:00-5:00 o’clock. At times the wind has a 
tendency to loop back to 12:00-2:00 
o'clock like the wind at the wall in Jackson. 
The hill and trees at the side created the 
same effect. The last 100 yards can be 
completely different than in front of you. 
The only thing left is the mirage when pres- 
ent, or the trees, or the ribbons hanging 
from the target frames. There are big gaps 
in between. It would be ideal if the host 
range could put flags in critical areas just 
above the line of sight. Small concrete 
bases at ground level to allow lawn mowers 
to pass over them. A hole in the base to 
push a thin pipe to hold the flag to be just 
above the line of sight where it would not 
obstruct any shots. The frames would have 
to be set up and someone at the bench 
spotting to be sure neither pipe nor flag is 
obstructing anyone’s view. It would be a lot 
of trouble to go through but a few flags 
placed in critical areas would improve 
shooting by a good margin. 

Itis difficult for one shooter to tell another 
how to shoot in the wind. There are no cut 
and dried formulas that could apply to all 
ranges. There are too many variables of 
terrain at different ranges that will affect 
what the wind will do to a bullet. That 11:00 
o'clock wind that | wrote about in Jackson 
would be different at Council Cup or 
Mainville. At these ranges you would get 
some vertical from the high backstops be- 
hind the 100 yard frames. The trees at 200 
yards would also create downdrafts. 

Develop your loads and shooting tech- 
nique on a calm day preferably when it is 
overcast or cloudy. Early morning or late 
evening usually bring good conditions. 
Once these are established get out and 
shoot in the wind. Put out enough wind 
flags between you and the target. 

Establish a point of impact to be in the 
center of the paper in a calm or near calm 
condition. The best thing to do in practice is 


AIR GAGE BARRELS 
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to shoot deliberately “out of your selected 
condition” to see how much it is worth. 
Shoot a couple of shots while the wind is 
blowing, trying to duplicate the wind veloci- 
ty and angle as indicated by your wind 
flags. Make mental notes of the type of ter- 
rain, what the direction and velocity of the 
wind was, and in what direction the bullet 
went from your zero point. Repeat this a 
couple of times to see if the shots go in the 
same place in the same looking condition. 
When the wind dies down shoot a shot or 
two straight away to your zero point. Your 
group may not be small but you will have 
learned what the difference in that set of 
conditions was worth. Look to see if there 
was any vertical in quartering head or tail 
winds that may have been caused by ter- 
rain. 

We were shooting ten shot groups at 
Council Cup one very windy day a few 
years ago. A strong tail wind blew a bunch 
of cleaning patches from a loading table be- 
hind the range. They flew past us airborn all 
the way to the 100 yard line bank and shot 
up in the air at that point. A bullet can be 
raised by a strong updraft that way. 

You may not have complete success ini- 
tially in placing two or three shots together 
out of condition. With a little practice you 
will find it working. You will eventually be 
able to shoot two groups on the same tar- 
get in two different sets of conditions. 

Pay strict attention to the direction of the 
wind flags. A little variation in wind velocity 
will not hurt you as much as a change of di- 
rection. 

Learn to look at the down range condi- 
tion as well as in front of you. This can be 
the most costly especially at the longer 
ranges. 

A straight side wind will move the bullet 
farther than a quartering wind when veloci- 
ties are equal. Thereis more area of the bul- 
let exposed to the forces of the air mass. 

When shooting in a light wind be espe- 
cially wary of flags that reverse even very 
slightly. They almost look like they are 
hanging and not even fluttering. Two flags 
like that can cost a shot all by itself in that 
direction. 

When the wind is light and a string of

flags all show a very slight lean in one direc- 
tion again be wary. If you are shooting in 
that condition the air mass is light but con- 
stant pressure the length of the range will 
exert its force on the bullet. If one or two 
flags in your line drop some of that force is 
lost and a new hold is dictated. 

It pays to watch flags on either side of 
your line as well as in front of you. You can 
be forewarned of a coming increase or de- 
crease in wind velocity that would affect 
your shot. 

| used to do a lot of fishing early in the 
morning. The lake would be calm. The first 
sign of wind would be V shaped at the front 
much like the wake of a boat going through 
the water. It could be very easy for the point 
of the V to enter between two flags in your 
line. The flags in front of you may show no 
wind but after you squeeze the trigger you 
will see one or two flags pick up. This is how 
you get caught. 

The easiest wind to shoot in is a steady 
wind that does not change direction or ve- 
locity rapidly. The worst is when it is turbu- 
lent and changes direction suddenly while 
the flags are still whipping. 

The first IBS 200-300 yard nationals was 
held in Stitsville, Canada in 1972 my first 
year of benchrest competition. The second 
was held in 1973 at the same range. One 
windy match at 300 yards eleven out of fif- 
teen shooters on the line disqualified for 
shooting out of the target border. The next 
time up for the same relay there were about 
seven that disqualified. For some it was the 
second time. | survived the first time but bit 
the dust the second time. | did not feel too 
bad though because some well known 
shooters also disqualified. All you had to do 
to make the top ten was stay on paper. 

Up to here! did not gointo the category of 
shooting in mirage. This article is based on 
wind when little or no mirage is present. | 
will cover my views on mirage in a separate 
article.

Dear Dave 

| enjoyed reading the diverse opinions 
expressed by those polled regarding your 
case neck tension and hard bolt opening 
inquiries. | was surprised to find that 
ONLY YOU AND | (apparently) in the 
whole wide world had ever experienced 
case neck tension problems during the 
course of a match. (Editor: If you can get 
two drinks inside a lot of shooters, and 
talk to them ‘‘aside’’, without anyone else 
around ... a lot of them will admit this is 
quite a problem to them. It’s just that they 
don’t want to admit it, for fear that their 
peers will conclude them to be lesser mor- 
tals, troubled by petty little matters mere- 
ly indicative of their lack of technical com- 
petence. Over the past shooting season | 
was mildly amused to see two of my in- 
quiry respondents — each of whom told 
me that they NEVER had brass problems 
such as | described — bouncing off the 
walls with neck tension problems at 
matches. One of these, a good friend of 
mine, came roaring up to where | was 
loading, and began frantically looking for 
a .258 sizing button, which was the size 
that he suddenly needed to hold on to his 
bullets. | loaned him the needed button, 
and as he departed, willy-nilly and much 
flustered and disorganized, | said sweet- 
ly, ‘But, , | thought you al- 
ways fired a fitted neck, never sized 
necks, and never had brass problems’’.) 

Well, I’m going to tell you how | correct- 
ed the problem in both instances. My 
problems may not be the same as yours, 
but my solutions just may help out some- 
one whois having these problems and still 
not found a solution. 

First, the case neck tension changes 
(and when it occurs between relays of a 
rapidly run match, a most frustrating ex- 
perience). My problem, | found, was that | 
wasn’t generous enough with lube on the 
mandrel of my Sinclair cutter. When you 
do not lubricate the mandrel enough, 
brass particulate builds up, increases the 
diameter of the mandrel, and causes ir- 
regular neck wall thicknesses. With every 
case | turned, the problem got worse and 
worse. Solution: use plenty of lube! I’ve 
also found inside neck polishing to be 
most helpful prior to turning. | use a bore 
mop coated with Flitz semi-chrome paste 
in my drill-press/electric drill for this pur- 
pose. 

Second, hard bolt opening (two hands 
and two feet required). The solution to my 
problem was not simply accomplished (as 
| hoped that it would be) by setting the 
shoulder back on my cases. | eventually 
discovered that | was the proud owner(?) 
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of a shell holder that was not beveled on 
the inside edge. When | full length sized 
the cases, | dented the cases on two 
sides, thereby displacing brass and in- 
creasing the diameter near the base. Just 
about the same spot on the case where 
you would experience case head separa- 
tion, if you’ve ever had that particular 
pleasure. (Editor: If it’s anything bad in the 
mechanical area, let me assure you that 
not only have! done it, but I’ve done it bet- 
ter than you've done it. And more often, 
too). See my drawing attached for a bet- 
ter explanation. If your shell holder is not 
beveled. . . either bevel it or throw it away 
and buy a Lee shell holder. If you ever scar 


or dent your cases, you are better off 
throwing the case away. Far away in fact. 
In the middle of this year’s Super Shoot | 
didn’t have time to cut new cases, so | 
simply polished the bulged area with 
emery cloth and finished the match. 

My problems may not be your prob- 
lems, but they may be and | think they 
warrant mention. 

(Editor: John sent me a copy of his own 
reloading record sheet. We’re reproduc- 
ing it here, on a full page. Most of us have 
a photostat machine somewhere nearby 
in our lives, and it should be easy enough 
to run off a few copies. Thank you, Mr. 
Gammuto).

Dear Dave, 

The Snipe, my modification of the 
30-30 case now has three different ver- 
sions. The 6mm Snipe and the .22 Snipe 
each have the same powder capacity as 
the PPC. The shortened Snipe has the 
same capacity as the .222 Magnum. At 
the present time Allen Hall is shooting the 
short Snipe, and he is very pleased with 
its performance. 

The main purpose of my letter however 
is not to talk about the Snipe, but rather to 
talk about Ed Watson’s new .224 caliber 
bullets which he is making in 55 grain, 57 
grain and 60 grain sizes, using along jack- 
et. Tome these bullets have been virtually 
a rebirth of the .22. 

| had Hugh Henriksen make me up a 
chambering reamer for the Snipe with a 
.096 throat. The throat’s very important 
due to long (.385” to .400”) bearing sur- 
faces on this long bullet group. With a 
proper throat you will not have to push the 
base of the bullet past the case neck and 
into the case body. 1am shooting a load of 
27.4 grains of H4895; my average muzzle 
velocity is 3416 f.p.s., and the best stan- 
dard deviation has been 3, with an ex- 
treme spread of 8 for five rounds. 

One thing of interest. . . going from 100 
yards to 200 yards only requires 3 clicks 
of scope adjustment rather than the 6 
clicks | am accustomed to with the 6PPC. 
Recoil is certainly quite modest, and the 
heavy .22s buck the wind well. By the 
way, | am shooting large primer cases 
these days. 

Ed Watson's heavy .22 caliber bullets 
open up a whole new world for the .22 
shooter. In addition, | know that Walt 
Berger makes both 60 and 65 grain .224 
bullets. | haven't tried any other powder 
so far other than H4895 (I’ve been getting 
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.308 CALIBER 
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carbide dies. 7mm caliber made in Detsch 
carbide dies. All bullets made using J4 jackets 
exclusively.

“Shooting well’’ is a relative thing. For 
the champion or perennial contender, it 
may require a new record, or a national 
championship to satisfy him. On the other 
hand, for the newer shooter, a .299 range 
aggregate may be the first time in ‘‘the 
twos’’, and cause for quite a little person- 
al celebration . . . even if it’s just one beer 
for the fellow who doesn’t usually do such 
things. But, champion or duffer, to shoot 
well, the shooter must first have complete 
confidence that his load is right ... then 
he can concentrate fully on the job at hand 
... Of making small groups. 

Many times | have gone to small, un-

known one or two bench ranges to test 
loads or equipment, and | must confess 
that | came home and talked to myself. . . 
considerably more confused than when | 
left for the range, full of great objectives. 
As | became older, and a bit wiser, | 
learned that each range was unique unto 
itself... and there was no great sense in 
spending years of my life trying to master 
the screwy conditions at a one bench 
range in East Overshoe (population 214 
and sinking) unless | expected The Na- 
tionals to be held there ... which surely 
would be a surprise to either IBS or 
NBRSA ... and certainly to the East 
Overshoe Rod and Gun Club! 

Finally, in this intellectual evolution 
(read as: | eventually decided) | decided 
that, for me, the best place to test or build 
up a load was RIGHT AT THE RANGE 
BEFORE THE SHOOT. | would have the 
benefit of a large range, and large ranges, 
while they might be ?!*$!? tricky, are also 
“more true’ to those with shooting expe- 
rience. The great plus, of course, was that 
| would be testing at the very spot that | 
would have to fire for record shortly. 

Some people like to test ‘‘just before 
dark, on an ideal day’’. | may be getting 
old, but | haven’t seen too many ‘‘ideal 
days’ lately, and as far as the ‘‘just before 
dark’’ bit goes, that doesn’t give you 
much time if your initial testing is less than 
a roaring success. Furthermore, some- 
thing that experienced shooters know... 
some loads that shoot like crazy inacalm 
just can’t hack it ‘‘in conditions’, once the 
wind begins to blow a bit. | feel that the 
day before the shoot gives ample time to 
experiment, and you will encounter condi- 
tions during that day which are likely to be 
comparable to what you will encounter 
the following day in the match. . . barring 
a heck of a complete weather change 
picture (SNOW?? At Johnstown?? In 
June??). Weather change or not, you’re 
certain to learn SOMETHING about that 
range’s peculiarities.

The new shooter can get a good start- 
ing point by reading match results in Pre- 
cision Shooting. But a word of caution. . . 
if you decide to try a load that you've 
picked out of the match results. ..dropa 
couple of grains for your first experiment 
... then work up ... to see if your rifle 


‘handles the load. There’s something 


about a rifle bolt driven three inches into 
your forehead that will destroy your con- 
centration on shooting a group. Go 
easy! 

It has been my experience that most 
barrels will shoot well both ‘‘in the lands”, 
and at some point ‘‘jumping’’. To find out 
where ‘‘jumping’’, and if this is better than 
“in the lands’’ for a given rifle is the object 
of the ‘‘scanning’’, which is the name that 
| chose to hand on the project. 

What am | looking for? A load to shoot 
“in the ones’, in favorable conditions, 
and not bigger than ‘‘the twos” when | 
mis-read a condition a bit. A good barrel, 
with the right load, will really work for you! 

First. . . with the use of steel wool, | find 
where the bullet marks ALL THE LANDS. 
This is the seating depth that | start with. 

The 6PPC is certainly the most popular 
cartridge in the benchresters world today, 
so that’s the one | will use to illustrate my 
story. In working up a load for this particu- 
lar cartridge, I'll load three cases of H-322 
powder or Norma 201, with a setting of 
‘‘50’’ on the powder measure. | use a 
Jones measure, which is very similar to a 
Culver, and to my way of thinking, has just 
about interchangeable readings. The way 
| proceed, | load three with each power at 
#50 and shoot. Same with #50.5, same 
with #51, and so on, until primers start 
showing quite a bit of pressure. 

Normally I'll find where the three shot 
groups will shoot well, then not so good, 
and then good again. It seems that there 
are two or possibly more accuracy stag- 
es, one being a mild load, and one being a 
hot load, somewhat short of blowing a 
primer. | must confess that | myself have

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yet to blow a primer. The hotter load is 
harder on cases, but | find myself favoring 
the hot load, compared to the mild load. 

After picking which load shot the best 
of the hot loads (or mild loads, if you pre- 
fer), load up three cases with the selected 
load, load three cases with one click less 
on the powder measure, and three cases 
with one click more on the measure. . . to 
make another comparison. 

After that final comparison, and you’ve 
decided on the powder charge that you 
will use, it is now time to load up about 
thirty cases, all with the same powder 
charge. What we are going to experiment 
with now is the seating depth question. 
Load the thirty cases in groups of three. 
The seating depth for the test should 
gradually decrease from a starting point 
of ‘‘touching the lands”’ to jumping about 
.040 of aninch... this should be accom- 
plished in increments of .005 of an inch. 
Technically, that will give you nine sets of 
three bullets apiece. 

Personally, | will normally shoot all thir- 
ty cases without cleaning. I’m aware that 
this is contrary to the barrel cleaning prac- 
tices of most shooters, so go ahead and 
clean after every ten rounds if you prefer. 
Use one fouling shot after each cleaning, 
to give you a more valid comparison in the 
checking you are doing. 

Select from the thirty rounds the load 
that shot best. Load five cases with the 
powder charge and seating depth. Now 
load ten more cases; five with the seating 
depth .005 less than your benchmark fig- 
ure, and five with .005 more than the fig- 
ure. This comparison you might want to 
do more than once, or you can try chang- 
ing the seating depth by .001 or .002. 

Once you've picked the best seating 
depth, load fifteen cases at the same 
depth, but now let’s do a double check on 
our first experiment; vary the charge by a 
click on the measure for each five shot 
group. 

You might think that once you get to 
this point, you must watch conditions 
very closely. | don’t get too concerned 
about this; instead | try to shoot amedium 
condition, and let the gun do the work.

After picking the best load ‘‘jumping the 
lands’’, | would compare it with the load 
that touches. These two loads should be 
compared again and again on different 
days, in varying conditions before decid- 
ing which one is best. If you’ve picked the 
load that is right for your rifle, you'll be 
surprised how well it shoots. If it doesn’t 
shoot to your satisfaction, you have to 
start over again, perhaps with a different 
powder. 

If you decide on a load which puts the 
bullet in the lands, | might advise you to be

BEHIND THE SCENES IN THE T.C.L.sesssssesereeeeeeDY Bob Pease 


When~ the Transcontinental Hunter 
Rifle League (T.C.L.) was born in 1973 it 
came from a challenge given by the Central 
Texas Bench Rest Shooters to the 
Englishtown, N.J. Hunter Class shooters 
for a series of three postal Hunter Class 
Matches to’ be fired at 100 yards on 
specified dates and using the then existing 
NBRSA rules. 

Enough fun was had by all that a 
newsy letter was mimeod free of charge 


and mailed to the participants. Someone 
suggested adding a _ few clubs and lo the 
T.C.L. was born; first with six clubs, 


later with 12, then 16 and finally 24. Soon 
clubs were competing in four matches a 
year. Four’ divisions were sub-divided 
and the winner of each division fired again 
in a_ fifth match for the right to be called 
National Transcontinental Hunter Rifle 
League Champions for that year. 

All this has been pretty well 
documented through the years in Precision 
Shooting Magazine as well as our widely 
distributed and re-distributed newsletter. 
It is not unusual to find shooting clubs 
with newsletters of their own re-printing 
part or all of each month's T.C.L. 
Newsletter in their pages for all members 
to read. 

What has been left out has been the 
work and effort that some people have put 
into the T.C.L. over the years. Help has 
never been all that abundant and often just 
knowing that one had good back-up help 
in case of necessity has made it possible 
for the two stalwarts of the 
Transcontinental Hunter Rifle League to 
maintain their diligent efforts over fourteen 
long years. | have been more than 
adequately recognized for my efforts and 
will not chronicle them again. 

Well worth mentioning are a few of the 
hands behind the scene for which shooter 
recognition has not been as_ noticeable. 
The T.C.L. was started by Tony Hidalgo 
and | in 1973 and Tony’ has remained 
faithful through all these years. A large 
majority of the newsletters mailed, and 
this can easily total 1200+ a year, Tony

has mailed. He has taken care of mailing 
patches as well each year. In the early 
years and for more than twelve years 
every newsletter was printed free of charge 
and literally dozens of long distance phone 
calls as well as the many conference calls 
used in the formation and running of T.C.L. 
were made available free of charge through 
Tony's efforts. For obvious reasons, even 
though Tony is now retired and living in 
Florida we won't go into the specifics of 
how all this freebie help came to pass. 
Merely suffice it to say that Tony has been 
a long and faithful servant to T.C.L. 
shooters through the years. Never content 
to rest, he is trying desperately to create 
Hunter Class shooter interest in Florida 
where none has existed to date. 

Nelson Berger too, has been a force 
behind the scenes from the inception of 
T.C,.L., standing alert to put out a 
newsletter whenever sickness or 
circumstances dictated. 

In looking over the Coordinator list | 
see two other faithful who have been Club 
Coordinators continuously since the first 
six clubs formed the Transcontinental 
Hunter Rifle League. They are Charlie 
Fountaine from Dunhams Bay and Charlie 
Schaefer of Waco Area Texas. 

Over the years others came and went, 
many come to mind who were sincere and 
helpful, serving as long as their 
circumstances would permit. A few others 
caused more chaos in their leaving than 
any good that was accomplished while they 
were in. 

A shooting group a la T.C.L. does not 
hatch from the sky and neither is it an 
advertising gimmick that is subsidized by 
some large corporation looking for a tax 
write-off. Rather it IS the sweat, blood, 
and yes, sometimes the pocket money of 
a few dedicated individuals working. for 
the benefit of a larger (and often 
lethargic group of shooters) who use and 
enjoy the fruits of the workers labors. We

The Eastern Regional Championships 
were held at Fairfield Sportsmen’s Asso- 
ciation over the Labor Day weekend. Sat- 
urday was a really beautiful day, very cool 
in the morning, about 70 degrees in the af- 
ternoon and sunny, with very low humidi- 
ty. Forty-two shooters from 8 states com- 
peted for the Unlimited Rifle 
Championship.
